Township considers action 
against firms that pollute 


by JILL BETTNER 


Elk Grove Township officials are 


considering legal action against sev- 
eral firms In the Centex Industrial 
Park believed to bo polluting sanitary 
sewers with contaminants. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall 


Thursday said several types of indus- 
trial wastes have been found in sani- 
tary sowers in the park, but it has 
been Impossible to pinpoint 
the 


sources. 


Hall contends the contaminants arc 


corroding pumps at the lift station on 
Oakton Street near Elizabeth Drive, 
causing the mechanisms to wear out. 


"WE KNOW THERE are firms that 


arc contaminating and we know that 
it is costing us a considerable amount 
of money in pump repairs," Hall said. 
"We're In the process of looking into 
legal procedures." 


The supervisor said another alterna- 


tive would be to revise the township 
ordinance to require companies using 
contaminants In their manufacturing 
process to prove they do not dump the 
harmful wastes into the sanitary sew- 
ers. 


Currently, the burden of proof is on 


the township that may fine companies 
up to $200 for the first violation and 
$100 per day until the situation is cor- 
rected. However, catching violators is 
difficult, Hall said, because some 
companies may dump contaminants 
Into the sanitary sewer one day and 
not (ho next. 


"Wo may make some ordinance 


changes that would require companies 
to show us that they are disposing of 
the contaminants in some other way 
or they won't be able to use the town- 
ship sewers," Hall said. 


BOTH THE TOWNSHIP and the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District are 
conducting frequent tests In the Indus- 
trial park in an effort to determine 
which companies are polluting the 
sower system and the nature of the 
contaminants. 


Whatever the contaminants are, 


Hall said, the wastes are causing the 
pumps to go out frequently. 


"We probably only get one-third the 


life out of the pumps that we should," 
he said. "It's an expensive problem 
and the hardest part is trying to pin 
down just who the violators arc; but 
we're working on it." 


The boprd is considering sharing 50 


per cent of the cost with Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center to hira a staff person to 
offer advice to youths In the commu- 
nity and other referral groups. 


Community Service currently funds 


high school counseling. The expanded 
services would cost an additional 
$3,000 a year. 


Community Service's budget for 


1975-76 is $36,192. Salaries account for 
$16,890 of the total with the rest com- 
mitted to programs. 


In committee reports Thursday: 
• The high school counselor report- 


ed counseling sessions with four preg- 
nant girls and three referrals to clin- 
ics for birth control. 


• Youth Employment Service com- 


mittee, which is housed at the Farm- 
house on Biesterficld Road, handled 
366 calls In May. The service filled 121 
jobs and sent hundreds of mailings to 
Elk Grove Village residents including 
the industrial park and commercial 
concerns. 


• Paul Rettberg, chairman of needs 


and resources committee, said the 
film, "Tell Me Where To Turn," has 
been ordered.

New schools chief wants 
Erviti's ex-aide demoted

Newly appointed Supt. Roger Bar- 


dwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
has recommended that a top adminis- 
trator closely associated with his pre- 
decessor be demoted to a teaching po- 
sition. 


Bardwcll has recommended that the 


board put Erwin Stevenson, assistant 
superintendent for instruction, in a 
teaching position for the 1975-76 school 
year. 


Stevenson was closely associated 


with ousted Supt. James Erviti, and 
has had disagreements with the board 
of education, teachers and principals 
In the past year over Instruction ma- 
terials and programs. 


Bardwell also recommended that 


Charles Bassford, director of curricu- 
lum review, be demoted to a teaching 
position. Bassford has been In (he dis- 
trict for 11 years serving as a princi- 
pal at Lively Junior High School and 


Preschool signup set

STEVENSON SAID he was told the 


reason for his possible demotion Is "a 
difference in education philosophy and 
It had no bearing on my competence. 
Education insitutlons should have dif- 
ferent educational philosophies. I 
don't see that as a reason to destroy 
me professionally." 


Stevenson was hired by the district 


four years ago. 


Bardwell, who was named superin- 


tendent Monday, said he made these 
recommendations to the board "in the 
best interests of the school system. 
It's a question of reorganizing our 
leadership level and this is the first 
step." 


Bardwell has said that he believes 


In a decentralized school system giv- 
I n g autonomy to the individual 
schools. Erviti believed in a tightly- 
controled district with uniform pro- 
grams and Instructional materials. 


Bardwcll said the board was aware 


he wanted to make the administration 
changes when it was considering him 
for superintendent. He said he has no 
recommendations for replacements at 
this time. 


JUDITH ZANCA, board president, 


said "the board was aware that Dr. 
Bardwell was going to make this rec- 
ommendation and it will come up at 
the next meeting," June 16. "I know 
Dr. Bardwell has the support of the 
board." 


Within the past year, Stevenson has 


had open disagreements with the 
board, teachers and principals. 


Many teachers disagree with bis 


support of using only one textbook 
series for subject areas. They also 
said more diverse materials should be 
available and that supplementary ma- 
terials are hard to find In the district. 
Principals have said they want less 
administrative control over the pro- 
grams offered In each school. 


Last year the district was criticized 


by the Illinois Office of Education 


evaluating team on many of the pro- 
grams offered and the absence of 
some state mandated programs in the 
district. Stevenson is responsible for 
program development 


Stevenson originally was not grant- 


ed the salary increase of about 13 per 
cent given to all other administrators 
last year. Some in the district termed 
this move by the board as a "slap on 
the wrist," but the board two weeks 
later awarded Stevenson an increase 
of about 14 per cent from $25,300 to 
$28,840. 


STEVENSON SAID he is checking 


the legality of demoting him to a 
teacher's position. "If I have a legal 
basis, I will contest this." 


He said he was notifed too late in 


the school year to look into positions 
in other school districts and is con- 
cerned his chances for employment on 
the administrative level might be hurt 
if he accepts a teaching position in 
Dist. 59 next year. 


Stevenson and Bassford have tenure 


as teachers in the district. The school 
code permits professional staff to be 
reassigned to any position, they are 
qualified tc fill. The code also allows 
a teacher's pay to be reevaluated ac- 
cording to his responsibilities.

With Vietnam and Watergate past, 
youth leans toward conservatism

Unlike the call for activism 


from the Class of 1970, the voice 
of the Class of 1975 is tempered 
with conservatism.

Five seniors graduating at the 


tops of their classes this month 
discuss their plans for the future 
and that of the nation: 


Kevin Richardson 
"I still believe, no matter what 


anyone says, that this is the 
greatest country in the world and 
we will continue to be great," said 
K e v i n Richardson, senior at 
Fremd High School, Palatine. 


"A new surge of nationalism" 


will accompany the celebration of 
the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride In being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." ~ 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he Is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same. 
"I've pretty much adopted a lot of 
the traditional values and morals 
of my parents' generation but I've 
sprinkled them with my own per- 
sonal experience," he said. 


"I'm out in the world a lot 


more," Kevin said. "I've adopted 
a lot of the political and economic 
morals — I'm a staunch con- 
servative — but I also consider 
myself to be a real humanitari- 
an." 


Kevin is a firm believer In the 


American system of democracy 
and capitalism. Six weeks ago he 


1 attended a fund-raising event and 
was deeply impressed by the 
speeches of U. S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, and former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan. "They 
exemplified the values that I 
have," he said. 


A few years ago "kids were 


r e a l l y down on the estab- 
lishment," Kevin said, but today 
they are beginning to work within 
the system.

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Canal reopens amid pomp, pagentry 


POUT SAID, Egypt (UPI) - In 


pomp and pageantry befitting the pha- 
raohs, Egypt ceremonially reopened 
the Suez Canal Thursday as "a gift to 
tho world" and the cause of peace In 
the Middle East. 


While whilo doves flew overhead 


and cheering crowds chanted his 
name, Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat officially declared the canal open 
to International traffic for the first 
time in eight years. 


Then he boarded an Egyptian Navy 


destroyer which snapped a thin metal 
chain at this port on tho Mediterra- 


nean and sailed into the canal on the 
six-hour voyage to Ismailla midway 
along the 102-mile waterway. 


The ships of more than half a dozen 


nations followed, including the flag* 
ship of the U.S. 6th Fleet. 


In a four-minute speech from a ros- 


trum shaped llko the pharaohs' an- 
cient Nile barges, Sadat pledged tho 
Arab world would continue its efforts 
to reclaim land conquered by Israel 
and do its "holy duty" to the home- 
less of Palestine. 


Church bells rang. Ship's whistles 


screamed. Egyptian naval artillery 


Poll shows Britain will 
remain in Common Market 


LONDON (UPI) - The people of 


Britain voted Thursday In a historic 
national referendum to decide wheth- 
er their crisis-plagued country should 
remain In tho prosperous European 
Common Market or try to go it alone. 


An unofficial poll of voters released 


as balloting ended said a decisive 68.3 
per cent appeared to havo voted 
"yes" to stay In Europe and 31.7 per 
cent to pull out. 


The poll of 10,000 voters In all parts 


of tho country was taken by Opinion 
Research Center on behalf of Indepen- 
dent Television News Immediately af- 
ter they had cast their votes. 


Independent Television News said 


tho poll indicated Britons have voted 
by more than a 2-1 majority to remain 
in tho common market. 


Last minute opinion polls predicted 


a massive "Yes" verdict for remain- 
ing In the European Economic' Com- 
munity — perhaps by a landslide. 


The government and leaders of both 


pro-Market and anti-Market camps 
said It was one of tho most fateful 
decisions Britain ever has made. 


It meant a choice between seeking a

trols from oil prices. By a vote of 230 to 151, the House passed and 
sent to tho Senate a bill to give Congress 15 days to review any 
such Presidential decontrol decision instead of the five days al- 
lotted by tho 1973 Emergency Petroleum Allocation Act. 


May wholesale prices up slightly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 


prices edged up 0.4 per cent in May, 
with higher farm prices, especially 
for livestock, contributing most to the 
modest advance, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said Thursday. 


Last month's seasonally adjusted in- 


crease in average prices of wholesale 
commodities was far less than April's 
1.5 per cent rise,' but it contrasted 
with declines reported hi December, 
January, February and March. 


Wholesale prices tend to be volatile, 


rising and falling faster than retail 
prices that roost consumers 
pay. 


These rapid shifts make it risky to 
draw conclusions from one month's 
figures about progress against In- 
flation. 


But over the past six months, the 


WPI has fallen at a 1.3 per cent an- 


nual rate and industrial prices, which 
comprise about two-thirds of the index 
and carry the biggest inflationary 
clout, have gone up at a 3.4 per cent 
rate. 


By comparison, industrial prices 


were rising at a 20 per cent clip in 
December 
and overall 
wholesale 


prices were zooming up at a 24 per 
cent pace. 


Since wholesale costs tend to be re- 


flected some months later at the retail 
level, the record of early 1975 should 
contribute to a continued cooling in 
the cost of living in the months ahead. 


In other economic action Thursday: 


• The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission approved a 5 per cent across- 
the-board increase hi railroad freight 
rates. The increase, to become effec- 
tive no earlier than June 20, is In- 
tended to offset increased labor costs. 


Unlike the past two rail freight rate 


increases — 7 per cent this year and 
10 per cent in the fall of 1974 — no 
conditions or exceptions were placed 
on the increase approved Thursday. 


The railroads also have requested a 


2.5 per cent increase to become effec- 
tive Oct. 1. The ICC said that request 
would be considered later. 


• The House passed a $1.35 billion 


housing subsidy bill Thursday to help 
500,000 middle-income families buy 
new homes and 300,000 homeowners to 
avoid foreclosure. 


But the measure faces an almost 


certain veto. Even some Democrats 
questioned why Congress insisted on 
passing massive bills which invite 
presidential rejection. The 253 to 155 
yote sent the bill to the Senate, where 
approval in a few days was consid- 
ered certain. 
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WHOLESALE prices registered a 
small Increase for May that in- 
cluded sharply higher livestock 
prices.

National no-fault insurance bill 
Levi: it mould erode state rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorney 


General Edward H. Levl told Con- 
gress Thursday a proposed national 
no-fault automobile Insurance bill is 
"probably unconstitutional" and 
would further erode states' rights. 


Levi, testifying before the Senate 


Commerce Committee, said the con- 
troversial measure raised "serious 


constitutional questions" and sug- 
gested that the states be given a 
chance to enact their own no-fault 
plans. 


Under the no-fault concept, persons 


Injured In auto accidents would re- 
ceive compensation without regard to 
who was at fault in the accident. 


After years of defeats, the Senate 


passed a no-fault bill in the last Con- 
gress similar .to the one being consid- 
ered now. The House has never acted 
on the bill. 


Levl said, "The issue is whether it 


is permissible or appropriate for the 
Congress to intrude upon such state 
sovereignty as is left by requiring

Highway funds bill signed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford announced Thursday he has 
signed legislation to help states start 
up stalled highway construction proj- 
ects and get road crews back to work. 


In advance of'Ford's official an- 


nouncement, aides said the President 
set aside personal doubts about the 
bill and signed it Wednesday night 
just before the deadline for action ex- 
pired. 


The bill — Federal Share of High- 


way Projects Act — aims to boost the 
depressed highway construction in- 
dustry by giving states temporarily 
more leeway in their use of federal 
highway funds. 


"The major benefit of this legisla- 


tion is that it will permit states to 
temporarily reallocate federal funds 
among the various categories of fed- 
eral aid highway programs, except 


for the Interstate System," Ford said. 


"This change will permit the states 


to move forward with certain job- 
creating highway projects which they 
could otherwise not undertake at this 
time." 


Under one of the bill's two main 


provisions, States may transfer feder- 
al money from one construction cate- 
gory to another within the overall 
highway aid program until Sept. 30.

being shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
tho Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cui't of suburban bus company 
losses. 


Baldlno accused Pikarsky of 


breaking the promise after Bnl- 
dino reviewed a proposed HTA or- 
ganlzationl chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
ing. "It wholly disregards the in- 
terests of suburbia," he said. 


Ho quoted Plkarsky's promise 


otter his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
it to your attention." The Issue 
was tabled until the board's next 
meeting. 


AFTER THE LENGII1Y and 


heated meeting, Pikarsky said 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. He 
cited a regional branch Included in 
the proposed external affairs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed oncratlons 
department. 


Pikarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldlno had agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Baldino daid 


later. 


The subsidy issue came up 


when a $30 million grant to the 
CTA was proposed. Board mem- 
ber Jerry Boose of South Elgin 
snld the money represented a 100 
per cent deficit grant, nnd the 
same policy should DC used for all 
carriers.

WHEN CHICAGO board mem-

"You 
can cut the figures any way you 
want to cut it, but all those other 
communities (in the suburbs) are 
not getting a fair shako," he said. 


Boose said all existing systems 


should be subsidized for 100 per 
cent of their losses, but Richad 
Newland of Waukegan said, "I will 
light like the devil to see in the 
future that all systems are 100 per 
cent funded." Newland then voted 
"yes" on the CTA grant. 


Baldino also challenged a pro- 


posed personnel policy that would 
hive allowed Pikarsky to select 
his staff and submit the names for 
board approval after the employ- 
es had been hired. 


Baldlno and other board mem- 


bers have objected to Plkarsky's 
policy of hiring consultants and 
bringing them unannounced to 
board meetings to explain pro- 
gram and financial issues. The 
board Thursday approved pay- 
ments to 25 such consultants, in- 
cluding lawyers and accountants, 
but board members snld they 
want to know in advance when 
consultants arc retained In the fu- 
ture.

Both sides rest cases 
in Bonk extortion trial

Prosecution and defense cases in 


the extortion and income tax evasion 
trial of County Comr. Charles S. Bonk 
were vested Thursday after Bonk's at- 
torney Thomas A. Foran took less 
than an hour to present the defense 
case. 


Foran called just one witness on 


Bonk's behalf. Bonk did not testify. 


Closing arguments in the cose are 


scheduled for 9:30 a.m. today in the 
courtroom of U.S. District Court 
Judge Hubert L. Will. Following the 
arguments, the case will go to the 
jury. 


KORAN'S ONE witness was Daniel 


K. Webb, an assistant U.S. attorney 
who worked on developing the case 
against Bonk. 


Webb testified that one of the prose- 


cutors in the case, Anton R. Valukus, 
had promised one of the chief prose- 
cution witnesses, zoning attorney Rob- 
ert Haskins, that federal attorneys 
would recommend that Haskins not be 
prosecuted on a charge of tax fraud if 
Haskins cooperated in the Bonk case. 


Haskins, who testified earlier in the 


week under a grant of immunity from 
prosecution, had alternately denied 
that prosecutors had promised him 
anything for his cooperation and said 
he could not remember any promises 
during cross examination by Foran. 


The rest of Foran's defense case 
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consisted of several documents which 
were introduced in evidence, in- 
eluding a statement from prosecutors 
that developer Gerald Chez had told 
them he paid key prosecution witness 
John M. Daley $30,000 in cash in order 
to get zoning on 32 acres of land at 
Central and Kirchoff roads in Wheel- 
ing Township. 


WEDNESDAY, Daley testified he 


gave $7,500 in cash to Bonk and $2,500 
to former Republican commissioner 
Charles F. Chaplin. Daley said the 
money had come from Chez. Chez 
was not called as a prosecution wit- 
ness. 


Earlier Thursday, the prosecution 


rested its case after calling three of 
Daley's clients to the stand, all of 
whom testified they gave Daley cash 
payments while he was handling their 
zoning cases. 


All three said they bad not asked 


Daley what he did with the cash pay- 
ments. On cross examination, one 
client, Ronald Reichert of Flossmoor, 
said it "had occurred to me" that Da- 
ley might have pocketed the $25,000 in 
cash he gave him to obtain zoning on 
land in Bloom Township. However, 
Reichert also said Daley might have 
paid the money as a bribe. "I didn't 
want to question him," he said. 


McDonald had softened his position 
and agreed that perhaps a new plan 
could replace the emission tests. City 
and county officials had predicted nu- 
merous problems with suburban in- 
spections, saying 20 per cent of 1975 
cars are failing the voluntary tests 
now being given in Chicago.

of Education members arc consid- 
ering offering a deaf-education pro- 
gram as an alternative to an Arling- 
ton Heights program recently criti- 
cized by parents. 


Board members met Wednesday 


night with parents of children enrolled 
In tho Northwest Suburban Special 
Education Organization deaf educa- 
tion program at Kensington School, 
Arlington Heights. Disgruntled par- 
ents, tho majority from Dlst. 59 and 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54, have 
asked the board to provide a program 
for their children. 


Paul Kucharskl, chairman of tho 


board committee which met with par- 
ents, said tho committee Is studying 
several alternatives and will make a 
recommendation to the full board 
June 10. 


Kucharskl said the alternatives he 


discussed with parents Include: 
.. • Moving the NSSEO deaf education 
program back Into a Dist. 50 school 
(tho program was formerly at Rldgo 
School In Elk Grove Village). 


• Starting a program in Dlst. 59 as 


an alternative to the Kensington 
School program. 


• Keeping the program at Kensing- 


ton and attempting to resolve prob- 
lems there. 


• Transferring children whose par- 


ents arc dissatisfied with the program 
to another school in Deerficld. 


• Exploring the idea of Integrating 


deaf students into regular classes. 
Deaf students would have Interpreters 
to work with them on a one-to-one 
basis in tho regular classroom. 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren at Kensington signed a petition 
to havo the program removed from 
the school and the control of Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25. Parents are com- 
plaining of a lack of social integration 
and cooperation at the school, the 
speech development program, lack of. 
equipment and the dismissal of teach- 
ers. 


About half of the parents with chil- 


dren in tho program attended the 
meeting Wednesday. 


"We have made a commitment to 


these parents to solve this before 


Dist.

The committee will report back to

He said he is interested in 
seeing the districts have some form of 
control of NSSEO "so that things do 
not fester to the point that it comes to 
this type of situation."

Grapefruit no pound-sav&r 


I Iwve lie en told one can eat a large evening meal as usual, then 


rut half a pink grapefruit, plain with no salt or sugar on It and lose 
weight. I have tried It but am not having much luck. Is there any 
truth to It? 


I also haw been told that satflowcr oil Is less fattening than corn 


nil ami cuts high-blood cholesterol. I have been using both the oil 
and margarine for about three yean. Can you use too much too 
long ami harm yourself? . 


I am n female, age CO. and a potential diabetic. I have had some 


high-blood cholesterol when I was checked for It years ago. I'm 5 
(ect tall and weight about 140 pounds. 


There seem to be several varieties of the grapefruit diet in com- 


mon circulation. I am not fond of any of them. 


The only way any of them, or other reducing diets, work is if they 


result in your cntlnp. fewer calories. In that regard, some people 
may get some benefit from eating a plain grapefruit before a meal, 
because it helps fill them up on low-caloric food, and they may not 
cat as much rich food as usual. However, If they continue to eat the 
same amount as always, it will not help one bit. 


Eating the grapefruit after your usual meal, of the same quantity 


and type, will not do a thing for you. In fact, the additional calorics 
in the grapefruit will simply add to the problem. It Is a good substi- 
tute for a high-cniorlo dessert, though. 


NOW, ABOUT the safflower oil and corn oil. Both contain the 


same number of calorics per ounce so you arc not gaining a thing 
by using safflower oil instead of corn oil in terms of calorics. It is 
true that safflowcr oil contains less saturated fat and more polyun- 
saturatcd fat than corn oil. To the extent that decreasing saturated 
fat and Increasing polyunsaturatcd fat in the diet is beneficial in 
helping some people lower their cholesterol, safflowcr oil is superi- 
or. 


Too much of cither, though, will increase the fat intake hi your 


diet and the total fat, saturated or polyunsaturatcd, can be a facot 
in raising your cholesterol level. 


The only real harm in using the oils or the polyunsaturated mar- 


garines comes from the point that they do contain lots of calorics 
because they arc fats. This means excess use of them, as with other 
fata, Increases your caloric intake and may make it harder to 
control your weight. And, too much of all types of fat in the diet, 
leading to overweight conditions, Is often associated with high cho- 
lesterol levels. 


I usually recommcml using the polyunsaturalcd oils in cooking 


and limiting the total intako of all kinds of fat in he diet. You do 
that by eating lean meat, lean poultry and fish, and eliminating fat 
whenever you can in food preparation. 


It takes less cooking oils for most baking than the amount of solid 


fats called for In most recipes. That helps cut down on calories 
some, but pics, cakes and cookies are not good foods for most 
weight reducing diets.

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronln 


said the federal government's new 
rules banning sex discrimination in 
school! arc "prudent nnd respon- 
sible." 


Cronln said the rules Issued by the 


U.S. Dept. of Health Education and 
Welfare calling for physical education 
clojwis to bo Integrated with both 
men and women except during con- 
tact sports should cause few prob- 
lems. 


"I think there arc a lot of PE pro- 


grams ranging from gymnastics to 
recreational volleyball whctc It (In- 
tegrating tho sexes) shouldn't be a 
problem," ho said. "We've just had a 
stereotype that men are men and 
women arc women and they shouldn't 
meet until they get out nf high school, 
btit that Isn't so. Tennis hus mixed 
doubles, and swimming, track and 
floid and other sports can be in- 
tegrated." 


CHONIN ALSO said hn supports the 


provisions in the rules for competitive 
athletics that provide for separate 
teams for men and women In contact 
sporu and allows schools tho option of 
having cither separate or combined 
teams In noncontact sports. 


"I think they are ccnsiblo guidelines 


thnt mnko provision for Improving op- 
portunities for women. I think what It 
will mean Is that In those schools 
where men have had 10 or 15 teams 
awl women have had 5 that will be 
chrngcd," he said. 


Cronln said the state education of- 


fice will work with local school dis- 
tricts to help them uomply with the 
now rules. He sold tho office's equal- 
opportunity section, which for years 
has been working on race relations, al- 
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Forest View started coed programs 2 years ago

While area high schools will be scrambling during the 


next few weeks to comply with new federal guidelines 
and begin planning coeducational physical-education 
classes, Forest View High School in Arlington Heights 
can just sit back and watch. 


Tho school has offered an Integrated gym program 


for juniors and seniors for two years. The program 
involves about UOO students annually. 


"We started It because we felt'the students deserved 


a better physical-education program," said Doral Rose, 
who helped coordinate the program at Forest View. 
"We didn't have Title K (the federal ruling) in mind 
back then," she said. 


FOnEST VIEW offers students in the program a 


choice of single-sex or mixed classes. That practice 
may have to be changed because federal officials are 
Interpreting the ruling to mean all classes, except con- 
tact sports, must be integrated sexually. 


Tod Wlssen, physical-education teacher at Forest 


View, said the effects of the ruling are still unclear and 


ready has started working on the 
problems of sex discrimination. 


Cronln also said the state office will 


work with school districts and text- 
book publishers on the problem of 
sex-role stereotyping in textbooks, 
even though the new rules do not 
regulate such stcreotypln?. "I feel the 
state should take its own action sepa- 
rate from the federal government," 
he said. 


OTHERS WEDNESDAY criticized 


the new federal guidelines as too 


stringent or too weak. Officials of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Assn. at- 
tacked the rules as possibly "signal- 
Ing tho end of intercollegiate athletic 
programs as we have known them in 
recent decades." 


Judy Brady-Keller of Arlington 


Heights, who serves in the state edu- 
cation office's task force on sex dis- 
crimination, said the new guidelines 
"are very vague and probably impo- 
.tent." She said she was concerned 
that grievance procedures in the rules 


will be studied by the Forest View staff. "But we feel at 
this point we are complying," Wissen said. "We don't 
see any reason why the program should be changed." 


Students in the program" can sign up for a variety of 


activities including bicycling, bowling, volleyball, bad- 
' mlnton, archery, self-defense and tennis. The students 
sign up for six separate activities, in three-week sec- 
tions, each semester. 


MISS ROSE said the ruling calling for integration of 


classes in regard to sex will make for better physical- 
education classes "If they offer some leeway." 


"Some girls just don't want coeducational classes and 


vice versa," she said. 


Wlssen said organization of the program has been the 


biggest problem in the mixed gym classes at Forest 
View. Because of the frequent switching of subjects in 
gym, students often would "get lost" skipping gym 
class undetected. 


In addition to a great amount of organization needed 


for a boy-girl gym program, Miss Rose said a great 
deal of cooperation also Is needed on the part of male 
and female instructors If the mixed program is to work. 
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to be used by persons protesting al- 
leged discrimination "probably will 
give HEW the chance to drag its 
feet."

The stato now gives local govern- 


ments one-twelfth of stale Income-tax 
revenue, expected to be $1.6 billion In 
tho next fiscal year. Under tho new 
formula, cities and towns would get 
the entire one-twelfth and counties 
would get an additional one-forty- 
cigthth. 


Tho measure was OKd despite oppo- 


sition claiming that the burden for 
raising taxes to pay for tho Increase 
would fall on tho state Instead of tho 
recipients of the money.

Wheeling board: 


'stay tough' 


Wheeling's freshman board of 


trustees 1ms passed its first real 
test of reform promises and 
even received some extra credit. 


The board last Monday night 


held firm to its deadline for offi- 
cials to flic ethics statements. 
By keeping to its word, the 
board forced the resignations of 
three officials who have long 
been charged with conflicts of 
Interest in the village. In fact, 
four of the new board members 
sought Uic ouster of these offi- 
cials during last April's election 
campaign. 


But the action didn't stop with 


the resignations. There were 14 
other officials who failed to file 
their disclosure statements, and 
the board decided to suspend 
them from their various com- 
missions and boards until next 
Monday night. If at that point 
the statements are still not on 
record, the individuals will be 
forced to step down from their 
official posts. 


The 
new Wheeling board 


should be an example to officials 
everywhere that government 
can work if honest people sit at 
tho helm and want action to 
speak louder than words. 


Ironically, the ethics law that 


those new trustees acted upon 
was proposed and passed by the 
old scandal-ridden board prior 
to the April election. While that 
board seemed to talk a lot about 
cleaning up Wheeling and went 
through all the political motions, 
it never took any action. 


The current board is on the 


road to making Wheeling the 
type of town of which its resi- 
dents can be proud. 


The first solid step against old- 


time politics in Wheeling, how- 
ever, should not be the last. The 
new trustees have shown the 
people who elected them that 
pre-election promises can be 
kept, and for that we commend 
them and urge them to remain 
firm in their determination to 
give Wheeling government a 
first-rate reputation.

Scott steps aside for now 


Republicans In Illinois have been 


left in disarray by Attorney General 
William J. Scott's decision not to chal- 
lenge Gov. Daniel Walker in the 1976 
election. 


A number of potential GOP candi- 


dates, already frustrated by-Scott's 
long silence on his intentions for 1976 
— which were almost unanimously 
anticipated as a run for the governor- 
ship — were left high and dry by 
Scott's announcement. 


State Republican chairman Don 


Adnms of Springfield .'ound the silver 
lining in Scott's decision when he at- 
tended the fund-raiser conducted by 
the attorney general in Chicago this 
week. "By announcing .his plans (to 
seek the re-election as attorney gener- 
al) tills early, Scott has given us a lot 
of time to find the best candidate," 
said Adams. 


There are, indeed, nearly seven 


months, left before any Republican 
must file petitions to place his name 
on the ballot for governor. 


The problem is that the GOP in Illi- 


nois has had years to choose candi- 
dates for high offices and too often 
has failed to come up with winners. 
The best example occurred in 1972, 
when they were 'unable to mount a 
meaningful challenge to Democratic 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson. 


Bill Scott turned down that chal- 


lenge, too, as did such luminaries in 
the party as U.S. Rep. John Anderson 
of Rockford. And other lesser known 


.public officials In the party were 
unable to find financial backing for a 
race against Stevenson. 


When at the last minute, the GOP 


drafted Chicago attorney George Bur- 
ditt — a candidate of unquestioned in- 
tegrity and ability, but virtually un- 
known outside his own area — the re- 
sults of the election were a foregone 
conclusion. 


Now, as then, the ReoubUcans of Il- 


linois enjoy a wealth of talented offi- 
cials, and a dearth of viable candi- 
dates. 


With Scott out of the race, the name 


most Republican insiders now pick 
first as a possible candidate against 
Walker is U.S. Attorney James 
Thompson, who has remained silent 
on the issue, and who was THE 
"name" in the Illinois GOP con- 
spicuous by his absence at Scott's 
fund-raiser, notwithstanding that he 
makes a point of avoiding political 
dinners. 


After Thompson comes State Comp- 


troller George W. Lindberg of Crystal 
Lake. Lindberg has conducted himself 
impressively as the first state comp- 
troller, but he has been to state office 
only two years and his public visibil- 
ity is not high. 


He is not shy about allowing his 


name to be put forth as a potential 
gubernatorial candidate, and he said 
readily following Scott's demurrer 
that he would be studying the possi- 
bility in coming weeks.

Rebuttal: nuclear power is only 
hope leit for our way of life 


I could not let your article, "The 


Case Against Growing Nuclear Pow- 
er," which appeared in the Tuesday, 
May 27 Herald, go unanswered. 


As on energy consumer and the fa- 


ther of two small children, I regard 
nuclear power as the only hope left 
for our way of life. 


Most estimates of world oil reserves 


tell us that we have only SO years left 
to burn oil as we do now. We have a 
few hundred years of coal, but coal is 
destroying the very air that we 
breathe. Anyone who doubts this has 
never been to Gary, Indiana. 


Nuclear power is the only method of 


steam electric power generation 
which contains its pollution and does 
not spread It throughout the environ- 
ment. Mr. Gage sights plutonium as 
the worst of the poisons created by 
nuc'ear power. Plutonium, is in fact, 
the < most valuable thing other than 
energy that nuclear nower creates. 
Plutonium can be used, like uranium, 
to power additional reactors to create 
more energy. We certainly cannot 
burn coal cinders, or the smoke that 
goes out a fossil plant smoke stack to 
get more electricity, but we are 
forced to breathe this smoke to the 
detriment of our health. 


Mr. Gage, and other "Professional" 


nuclear intervenors praise solar pow- 
er, ant' claim that it is here now. Yet, 
none of these people have stated that 
he heats his home by solar power. Mr. 
Gage says that mass production will 
lower the- cost of solar equipment. 
This is undoubtedly true, however, 
mass production will not reduce the 
cost of materials or the cost of labor 


involved installing solar equipment. 
The cost of a solar powered central 
heating unit for a three bedroom 
home in Illinois would probably ap- 
proach the cost of the home itself. 
Tills would not Include the cost of an 
energy storage device for the long 
nights and the very cold overcast 
days of the Illinois winter. 


Mr. Gage states ihat only two to 


three per cent of our energy demand 
is now met by nuclear power. How- 
ever, this does not Include the energy 
that will be supplied by nuclear plants 
now under construction or on order. 
In the Chicago area, between 30 and 
35 par cent of our power is nuclear. 
Last year this saved the electricity 
c o n s u m e r s 
of 
Chicagoland 


$100,000,000. 


I am a relatively new resident of 


Arlington Heights, having just moved 
here from Florida. Where I lived in 
Florida, 100% of the power was gener- 
ated from oil. In Arlington Heights, I 
am paying slightly less than half as 
much for the same amount of elec- 
tricity 


No one is saying that nuclear fission 


is the final answer, however, it is an 
answer until something else is devel- 
oped. We do not have enough oil to 
continue burning It as wa have. Burn- 
ing coal poisons our sides, solar pow- 
er is not yet feasible for mass gener- 
ation of power, and fusion has not yet 
even been proven possible in the labo- 
ratory. Right now, all we have is nu- 
clear energy.

to the GOP ranks. One such is a 
y o u u g state representative from 
Champaign, John Hirschfeld, who is 
at the age of 38 an attractive and 
competent spokesman for the con- 
servative viewpoint of the Republican 
Party. 


Hirschfeld was among those who 


badgered Scott to run for governor, 
for two quite valid reasons. First, he 
considered Scott the best possible 
challenger to Walker. Secondly, he 
wcnts Scott's Job. 


As recently as two weeks 
ago, 


Hirschfeld was himself considering 
announcing his candidacy tor gover- 
nor, mostly as a means of forcing 
Scott into the race. 


Scott's formal withdrawal demol- 


ished that strategy, and Hirschfeld, 
like the rest of the party, is left to the 
position of marching in place while 
Scott gets himself reelected. 


It must be suspected that Scott, like 


other knowledgeable Republicans, has 
not suffered the delusion of under- 
estimating Walker as a candidate. 
Walker will be hard to beat, and the 
prize to 1976 will be only a two-year 
term. 


By avoiding a contest for that ab- 


breviated term, Scott has minimized 
the risk to his political career. And 
judging from the suoporters who 
shslled out $250,000 for him despite his 
abdication from the governor's race, 
he will still be the Republican candi- 
date to beat to 1978.

Such are the expectations aroused by modern life that people do 


seem to want to live forever. 


I am not one of them. I could go any time now, and I'm trying to 


get ready for it. 


It doesn't help for people to keep telling me to stop smoking. 
Or worse yet, putting up signs that thank me for not smoking. Or, 


even worse, telling me that I am killing them or exacerbating their 
phlebitis or whatever with my exhalations. 


The next time some well meaning soul tell me that, I am going to 


sniff him, head to toe. 


"What's this," I will say, "hah- lotion — from a spray can? 


Shaving cream — from a spray can? Underarm deodorant, antisep- 
tic dressing, toe magic — from spray cans? 


"How dare you exacerbate my phlebitis with these concoctions, 


all of which have been sprayed onto your body from a vessel that is 
releasing freons into the upper atmosphere, thereby stripping away 
the ozone layer that alone protects me and my progeny and the 
phytum and plankton on which we ultimately feed from being 
grossly mutilated and destroyed?"

"How dare you, neighbor, let your daughter sit for hours in front

Or, rather, only the 
naive are fooled. They think that because they are doing something, 
something is being done. This is rarely the cose, unless the doer is 
a Ghandi and his stage is a pre-tadustrial village. 


In the global village only large, forceful, and Imaginative actions 


amount to anything. 


This is not an argument for more private apathy, but for more 


public concern.

I am not against pollution control, energy conservation, better 


health care, crime prevention or the sparing of crocodiles. 


The ecological disasters of our time have arisen largely because 


of the "mass" nature of our society. Plastic wrapping for tomatoes 
exists only so that tomatoes can be marketed two thousand miles 
from where they are grown. Crocodiles are endangered only be- 
cause of the development of a "mass market" for their skins. 


Only collective action will suffice to abate these evils. This puts a 


heavier responsibility on the individual than merely to refrain from 
smoking or to put a brick in the toilet reservoir. 


It cries for an Informed citizenry, eternal vigilance by a free 


press, education, public unity and, at bottom, a profound faith in 
the democratic process. 


My smoking has nothing to do with it 
I smoke because, for one thing, I am perplexed by a host of 


deeper problems that are swarming over us all: war, corruption, 
poverty, racism, crime—to name a few. 


Anti-smoking, onti-littering, or curb-your-dog campaigns are cos- 


metics; they make me think I am doing something when the truly 
significant issues growl on unnoticed, and untouched. 


It is like asking a drowning man to comb his hair. 
Besides, smoking, in the face of the suspicion that it is not good 


for me, gives me an opportunity to be foolish, and I need that as 
much as I need wisdom; it helps me meet death like a man.

est, but the nation's," Crane said. 


He said the group would welcome a

(Sea.) Chuck Percy (R, 111.)," Crane 
added . 


CRANE, WHO never has sought

Speaking for the croup, Buckley 


said that a presidential ticket chosen 
in an open convention "will represent.

can. Sho turns discards into dainties, 
leftovers Into luxuries — and old 
shoes Into flower-filled conversation 
pieces. 


If ever anyone deserved to be 


crowned Ecology Queen, she docs. 
Furthermore, she would make the 
crown herself. From old jewelry, bits . 
of leftover loco and satin, garage sale 
goodies and an old tuna fish can. 


You better believe it would bo the 


most elegant headpiece In town. 


MRS. WILLIAM Choronzak, onco an 


aspiring fashion Illustrator and stu- 
dent at the Academy of Fine Arts, Is 
known In tho northwest suburbs for 
her "Trashlon Fashion" show. Sho 
creates dashing outfits from dis- 
carded clothing, bedding and drap- 
eries; striking jewelry from old beer 
and soft drink cans; hats and hand- 
bags from a variety of unlikely mate- 
rials; parades them on the runway 
and accompanies It all with a running 
commentary that blends ono laugh 
Into the next. 


But beneath all this llghthenrtcd 


banter runs an undertone of sobriety 
that Is not meant to be laughtcd off. 
Stacia Is seriously concerned with 
ecology. She recycles all newspapers 
and glass, maintains a vegetable gar- 
den and compost pile, sews her own 
clothes, turns out gourmet dinners 
from economy cuts of meat, makes 
her own soap and decorates her homo 
with one-of-a-kind treasures made 
from scraps. 


"SOME PEOPLE think I'm stin- 


gy," she sold. "I'm not. I'm econo- 
my-minded. It gives me joy to know 
that I can produce beauty, cat Ilka a 
king'and still not spend a fortune. 
Recycling is a challenge. You've 
heard, 'You can't make a silk purse 
out of a sow's car.' Well, you can." 


Her recycling fever has infected her 


husband and 13-year-old son, Billy, 
giving them a sharp eye for discarded 
Styrofoam, broken lamps or out-of- 
date shoes in tho neighbor's trash on 


garbage pick-up day. An old 'brass 
lamp base, gilded and filled with long- 
stemmed yellow egg-carton roses, Is a 
handsome accessory in the Choronzak 
living room. 


DISPLAYED IN Stacla's china cab- 


inet is an eye-catching collection — 
not crystal or fine china — but old 
shoes,, painstakingly bejeweled, be- 
decked and Deflowered. Their pointed 
toes and tall slim heels Identify them 
as fashion leaders of another decade. 


"I paid 12 cents for this one at a', 


flea market," she said, pointing to an 
elegant gold evening pump which she 
trimmed with gold braid, sequins 
and bow, and filled with metal flowers 
cut and shaped from Shasta cans. 


Another pump, feminine and deli- 


cate, entirely covered with pink lace 
and irridesccnt sequins, Is filled with 
roses In white and deepening shades 
of pink, with a white lovebird perched 
at tho highest point. 


STACIA PICKED up the copper col- 


or of a shiny plastic pump by In- 
serting stems of reddish-brown weeds 
in an arrangement of pale yellow egg- 
carton flowers with orange' centers. 
She often punctuates her arrange- 
ments with lacy weed accents, either 
gilded or coated with hair spray. 


"I blend the sublime with the ridicu- 


lous," she said. The ridiculous was 
setting on her kitchen table — Billy's 
waggish suggestion — a bunch of re- 
jected, lonely dandelions in an old 
torn gym shoe. "We call it 'Nature's 
Orphan,'" she laughed. 


"DON'T DISCARD shoes, keep 


them for their sentimental value," she 
advises brides, bridesmaids, mothers 
and grandmothers. Her son's baby 
shoe, filled with glossy egg-carton 
roses, Is one of her favorites, as is,the 
slipper containing her mother's cro- 
cheted flowers, cut from an old dolly. 


Mrs. Choronzak calls her collection

It begins with agents from the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Interrupting a child's listening to 
"Tho Lone Ranger" on the radio. 


The G-men have come to arrest 


Julius Rosenberg as the .atomic 
spy, and soon his wife, Ethel, will 
join him in custody. It Is 1950 and 
tho ordeal that began then Is still 
being felt by the child listening to 
the radio that night and his broth- 
er who lay sleeping. 


It is 25 years, two wars to halt 


the red menucn and detente later 
and tho personal agony and 
struggle of those two children to 
clear their parents after death 
continues. 


With the publication of "We-Are 


Your Sons" (Houghton Mlfflln 


Co., $10), Robert and Michael 
Mceropol have gone public with' 
their story of their parents' or- 
rust, court battles, eventual exe- 
cution and the>aftermath. 


It was Louis Nizcr, the counsel 


of the best seller list and talk 
shows, who forced the Meeropol 


• men to reveal their Rosenberg 


childhood.,His book, "The Implo- 
sion'Conspiracy," caused them to 
suo-Nlzer for his portrayal of 
Julius and Ethel. . 


The Meeropols (the sons of the 


atom spys were legally adopted 
by the Meeropols after a series of 
n 1 ght marish legal battles to 
"save" them their parents' heri- 
tage) tell a highly personal and 
moving story of their life since 
that evening In 1950. 


It is the story of the trial and

'Their book is heavily loaded 
with their parents' letters from 
prison to each other, to the boys 
and to friends* The progression of 
the letters Is'telling. They-begin 
as morale boosters .and orders on 
how to nandte the' family machine 
shop.

Eventually the letters are ob- 


viously being written with an eye 
toward publication. 


Consider Ethel's letter to a 


friend urging their sons be given 
toy cars with -rubber wheels so 
they can play noiselessly until the 
adults waken on weekends. ' 


THEN THERE IS the letter 


from Julius to Ethel beginning 
with pledges of love and longing 
and ending with declamation of 
their "torture" and the call: 
"Now is the time for the people to 
stand up and defend their rights. 
We see so clearly the similarity 
with all of this and our own cose 
and the complete 'identity of our 
position with that of the American 
people's fight for Democracy and 
peace." 


While the book is on the whole 


well-written and absorbing, at 
times the talk of the "kept press" 
and the "fraternity" of the corpo- 
rate and national leaders can be 
distracting. 


The Meeropols' stated purpose 


in going public and publishing is 
to reopen the atom spy case and 
clear their parents. After Water- 
gate and the unstilled rumors of 
highly questionable activities of 
the CIA and FBI, they have found 
fertile fields for their views. 


"WE ARE YOUR SONS" is a 


public reaffirmation of faith from 
the survivors who now are ready 
to fight again. 


It should be read by those 


wanting to look again at what we, 
as a people, have gone through. It 
Is a personal and biased view, 
true, but valid in that perspective 
and perhaps beyond.

"MY FAT FRIEND" Is one of the 


frochest, moat original and contempo- 
rary comedies to hit a Chicago stage 
this Maun. It's at the 8TUDEBAKER 
T H E A T R E now with TAMMY 
GRIMES In the female lead. And that 
In luelf speaks highly of the play. 


Yet the evening falls far short of 


..being smashing for discomfort alone. 
First the Studobnkcr, despite what 
phytlcal Improvements nave already 
bwn made, offers poor visibility. 
Heads do count hero. And too many 
block the stage. 


But even If you crane your neck and 


do manage to catch all of the action 
on stage, you still might miss what Is 
being said. It could bo poor acoustics. 
But I rather think, In this case, It's 
the fault of the actors themselves 
who, In keeping with the high speed 
British accent, talk so fast some of 
the dialog gets garbled. 


And that's a shame, because the 


one-liners I caught were all extremely 
funny. Besides you come away feeling 
mentally exhausted from being so at- 
tentive you can't relax. 


Tammy Grimes plays Vicky, a book 


store owner in London who loads a 
rather uneventful life, dull In fact, 
and when the play opens she has just 
passed the 200-raark on the bathroom 
scale. 


However, she appears rather blase 


about her enlarged appearance and 
unconcerned, as long as she remains 
wHhin the confines of her little do- 
,maln which is also inhabited by two 
lodgers, one self-professed 
homo- 


sexual and a congenial lad who loves 
to cook Neither poses any real threat. 


And then a man briefly enters 


Vicky's life to provide the incentive to 
Improve both her appearance and her 
outlook on Ufo. 


The play, though extremely hi- 


larious, docs have Its poignant mo- 
ments which touch on anyone who has 
been down and out for any reason at 
all. 


There is a real twist to the ending 


of "My Fat Friend," which I can't 
disclose. It would only spoil the sur- 
prise though once again, it only ac- 
centuates life's little lessons. 


Though not a very glamorous role, 


particularly when she Is well padded 
to look 200-plus (at which the costume 
department most 
admirably suc- 


ceeds), Tammy Grimes is at her best, 
delivering her lines in that throaty 
raucous manner that distinguishes her 
from other actresses. And most of the 
time she docs speak clearly. 


GEORGE ROSE IS the guilty party. 


Ho speaks extremely fast. As a bla- 
tant, eccentric homosexual, he contln- 
ual'y comes out with the most drip- 
ping, below the belt, sarcastic wit. His 
retorts are priceless and shouldn't be 
missed. Yet that Is Rose's only fault. 


His characterization is

Eastwood doesn't get hh man in 


"The Eigcr Sanction" in a refreshing, 
if not too surprising, denouement. 


BUT THE PLAY here Is hardly the 


thing. Tho craggy planes of East- 
wood's face match the rugged sur- 
faces of the Alps as the actor, with 
crampons on his feet, hammers pltons 
Into the rock and Ice of tho awesome 
tors. 


Clearly, Eastwood took somo ter- 


rifying chances on the mountain, es- 
chewing a double and stunt man, to 
hang hundreds of feet In the air sus- 
pended by fragile ropes or clawing for 
handholds on precipitous cliffs. 


"Tho Elger Sanction" prodcucs 


some of the most fantastic mountain- 
eering photography ever attempted. 
Handheld cameras and helicopter 
shots put tho audience right up 
against the mountain. One can almost 
feel the rappclling ropes colled around 
the waist. 


Frank Stanley, director of photog- 


raphy, has captured breath-taking 
shots of tho Alps, but even they arc 
surpassed by the sweeping vistas of 
Monument Valley. 


SPECIAL RECOGNITION should bo 


given mountain photographers John 
Clcaro, Jeff Schoolflcld, Peter Fila- 
flon and Pete White, who actually 
scaled tho precipices. 


Eastwood as director Is as spare 


and lean as Eastwood the actor. 
There Isn't a frame of wasted footage/ 
The actions of the principals are swift 
and economical against the extrav- 
agant scenery. The contrast pays off. 


Tho actor who directs himself Is 


usually In double jeopardy. Eastwood 
overcomes tho perils of directing him- 
self as easily as he scales mountains. 


Action has always spoken louder 


than words in Eastwood films. In 
"Tho Elger Sanction" the actor 
speaks up more than usual, but he 
still says It best as the strong, silent 
man of action.

Unheralded St. Viator finished second in state 


Ten years ago...those incredible Lions 


It Just doesn't seem possible. 
Ten years ago tonight... 
Has it really been that long? 
It just seems like yesterday that the 


fans started to gather. By 11 p.m. tho 
parking lot at St. Viator High School 
was jammed like a graduation night. 


The shouting began, "We want the 


Uons! We Want the Lions!" 


The Lions were coming home, the 


state rttnnerup 'Lions, the imsilng 
Uons who astounded everyone with a 
drive to tho championship game of 
the 1965 Illinois high school baseball 
tournament In Peorla. 


Unheralded when the tourney series 


began on a district level, possessing a 
mediocre 5-0 record, the Uons of 
coach Lcn Sparaclno battled their 
way to Peorla and then dashed aside 
two more touted opponents before 
falling to Peorla Manual, 4-2, hi the 
title game. 


Now they were coming home and 


the fans started to gather early in 
the school parking lot. 


"Wo want the Lions! Wo want tho 


Uons!" 


Lights flipped on in homes border-

Ing the school. "What was all this com- 
motion? 


midnight arrived, but not the Uons. 


The cheering continued but there was 
no one to cheer. The bus carrying the 
state runnerup back to Arlington- 
Heights had blown a.gasket, could go 
no farther and was parked In a ser- 
vice station 10 miles south of Lisle. 


Parents and priests promptly re- 


sponded to the call for help and head-' 
ed for Lisle in cars. As the team 
waited, the senior players took turns 
holding — and guarding — the hand- 
some, second-place trophy. 


Tho trophy was off the bus ahead of 


everything else. The players wouldn't 
let It out of their sight. They even 
took It in the restaurant when they 
stopped earlier in the trip. 


By the time the rescue crew 


reached the team and returned the 
players home, it was early Saturday 
morning. Few got to "sleep before 4 
a.m. Few really cared. 


"Ten years ago ... 
yes, it is 10 


years but It's sure hard to believe," 
said Sparadno this week, the man 
who guided that 1065 Cinderella team. 


"You know, I think I could replay 


each play of that tournament. Oh, 
those kids were fantastic. Yes, I think 
about It all the time. The story really 
hain't died. 


"Four outs away . . . that's all we 


were ... we had the lead .. . just 
four outs away from the state cham- 
pionship." 


Sparaclno, who Is out of coaching 


now and teaches chemistry' at Elk 
Grove High School, says he still sees 
"that left-handed blond kid hitting the 
wrongfleld triple. That was the ball 
game." 


St. Viator had a 2-1 lead In the hot-

torn of the sixth when Peorla erupted 
for three runs, the big blow that triple 
on an O-and-2 pitch. 


"Even in losing, those kids lost with 


class," Sparadno said.' "They just 
had a super attitude and were so will- 
ing to work at what you had to do, the 
little things, the bunting, the things 
that can make or break you. They had 
a lot of moxie, those kids. They went 
six straight games without an error In 
that* tournament, and that's remark- 
able with all the pressure." 


There was absolutely no way you 


could have predicted this incredible 
surge to stole prominence. This was a 
young St. Viator team in 1965. Two 
sophomores and a junior made up the

top three pitchers. They suffered 
through some agonizing losses, drop- 
ping nine games by two or less runs 
before tourney play began. 


"It was an absolutely amazing sea- 


son," recalls Bill Kaveney today, the 
all-tourney first baseman on that state 
runnerup. "You know, I was the pes- 
simist on the team. I kept saying, 
'What are we doing here?', and we 
kept on winning. It was something I'll 
never forget."

"What an exciting experience that 


was," recalls John Loughman, an all- 
, tourney outfielder. "Absolutely every- 
thing jelled for us at tourney time. 
Yes, we got some breaks but you have 
to have those. It was really some-

thing, things moved so fast." 


"It was pressure baseball at its fi- 


nest," recalls Chuck Heinrich, the all- 
tourney second basemen. "We had .a 
streak of games without making an. • 
error, and I'll never-forget those, 
back-to-back 1-0 games in'-Belvldere 
just to get downstate. And, of course, 
Bob's (Stevens), no-hitter was some- 
thing special hi Peoria." 


It was Heinrich who dropped a 


bases-loaded single to center, after 
fouling off four pitches with a 3-and-2 
count, that gave St. Viator its two 
runs in the sixth Inning of the cham- 
pionship game. 


This was a club filled with heroes as 


they defied the odds and battled to 
Peoria, knocking off Palatine (7-4) 
and Prospect (6-5) in the district, 
Highland Park (9-3) and Glenbrook 
North (2-0) in the regional, and then 
Freeport and Waukcgan by identical 
rt) scores in the sectional. 


They were always the underdog. 


They thrived on the challenge. 


"Nobody expected us to win any- 


thing before Peoria, or even down 
there," Sparaclno said. "Our first op- 
ponent In Peoria (St. Bede of Peru) 
had won IB straight games and was 
hitting well over .300 (.333) as a 
team." 


St. Viator knocked off St. Bede, 5-3, 


in a game that was delayed two and 
one-half hours by rain and 'finally 
moved to a drier field In Pckin. 


Sophomore Jerry Donahue, who was 


so brilliant throughout the tourney 
series, had some control problems but 
was tough in the clutch against St. 
Bede. 


Bob Stevens, sophomore lefty with a 


modest 2-2 record, took the mound 
against highly regarded Waterloo 


High School in the tourney semi-finals 
and fashioned a masterful no-hitter, 
.striking out 12, as the Incredible Lions 
advanced, 8-0. 
• St. Viator lost the title game to a 
powerful club — a team showing 25 
victories in 28 games and a .314 bat- 
•ting average — but as Sparacino re- 
members so vividly even today, 
"Four outs away . . . that's all we 
were... we had the lead ... just four 
outs away from the state champion- 
ship." 


Nothing ever came easy for this 


amazing group of young St. Viator 
athletes, not even that bus trip home 
from Peoria 10 years ago tonight. 


The fans patiently waited. "We 


want the Lions! We want the Uons!" 


When word of the bus failure 


reached them at the St. Viator park- 
ing lot, they slowly moved away, dis- 
appointed but still smiling and cheer- 
ing, and so very proud of the Uons. 
There would be another day to cheer 
their heroes. 


There was no official celebration 


that June evening 10 years ago, but it 
didn't seem to matter.

Edible hedges make good friends 


by ED FINK

Somo 4,000 years ago Iho peony was 


a favorite with Greek gods and Chi- 
nese emperors and it Is no less a fa- 
vorite today with gardeners all over 
the world. Greek mythology tells that 
the flower had magical powers and 
was used by the young Greek physi- 
cian, Paeon, to heal wounds received 
by Plulo In a battle with Hercules. In 
gratitude Pluto named the flower the 
peony. 


Another version Is that Plato turned 


Paeon Into llio flower and it was the 
first plant to bo used medicinally. The 
Greeks had other beliefs about the 
flower . . . they felt the peony was a 
charm against evil spirts and that the 
woodpecker was the guardian of the 
flower. They never picked tho blos- 
soms during daylight for fear tho 
picker would bo attacked by wood- 
peckers. 


It to known that peonies wore favor- 


ite flowers of Chinese emperors and 
w-.M'u used extensively In temple gar- 
dens. Some peonies, several hundred 
years old, still bloom In those gar- 
dens. Bearing out Its reputation for 
longevity Is tho record of a peony 
plant brought to this country In 1840. 
That plant was divided and handed 
down through generations and it is 
known that at least one descendant of 
tho plant was still blooming In the 
10TO'!,. 


In tho ISOO's the peony was growing 


wild in Europe and was sold as a me- 
dicinal property in apothecary shops. 
Its real popularity with serious gar- 
deners began in the early ISOO's when 
French horticulturists began to devel- 
op new varieties. In the lato ISOO's the 
Klchm family began their work with 
tho peony and in 1903 Charles Klohm 
was a charter organizer of the Ameri- 


can Peony Society. Although they had 
won numerous awards for Estate Peo- 
nies tho crowning achievement was in 
1973 when their "Dinner Plate" was 
chosen the National Grand Champion. 


Dinner Plate and other award win- 


ning peonies will be exhibited at the 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights 
beginning the second week of June. 
This annual exhibit, open free to tho 
public, gathers together an out- 
standing collection of peonies in a 
breath-taking array of colors and 
sizes. 


In tho past peonies could be planted 


only in the fall but Mehm's have de- 
veloped container grown peonies, in 
active growth, that con be planted at 
any time of the year. Tho supply of 
these is, as yet, limited but gardeners 
who wont to get peony plants started 
early can now do so.

Good fences may make good neigh- 


bors, but hedges you can eat make 
many friends. Berries and fruits be- 
long in your landscape and garden 
plans as soon as you move in. You 
don't need lots of space either. 


Dwarf fruit trees have been de- 


signed for small home gardens and 
landscape use. Using special dwarfing 
rootstocks, plant breeders nave 
created trees that are low and com- 
pact in growth but which bear de- 
licious full-size fruit The secret lies in 
grafting the best varieties onto the 
dwarfing or semi-dwarfing rootstock. 


If you wish, select three-in-one or 


five-in-one trees. These specially 
grafted specimens provide several dif- 
ferent varieties of the same fruit from 
tho one tree. They save space and of- 
fer a choice of taste. 


As you plan your garden and land- 


scaping, bo sure to include fruit and 
berries. Once planted, they will estab- 
lish their roothold and begin to 
spread. Within the second year they'll 
be bearing and from then on will re- 
ward you year after year. 


If. you have limited space, don't 


worry about a special patch. Berry 
bushes can be used as hedge plantings 
along property lines or borders, or as 
decorative screens to hide a garage 
or provide privacy areas.

Indoor gardeners can save time by 


placing several potted plants In a 
steel or plastic tub and then watering 
them from above. The excess water 
and dirt will collect in the tub casing 
the clean up and water problem con- 
siderably.

Set 
the Inverted lid In the open garbage 
can, a nail keg or box when mixing 
tlto batch. 


Greasy range hoods come clean cos- 


ily when soaking overnight in a galva- 
nized steel pall filled with a solution 
of ammonia, detergent and water. 
Rub them with steel wool and they 
should be bright as new.

Pick the pleasures that your family 


enjoys most Strawberries fit almost 
anywhere. Strawberries, with a bit of 
help by tying them to supports, also 
can oHmh a stone wall or be used as 
ground covers to hold soil on slopes. 
They do prefer large amounts of sun 
daily. 


Bramble berries form hardy thick- 


ets. Once established, blackberries 
get more fruitful every year in two 
ways. Added top growth yields more 
fruit, and underground runners begin 
to shoot up new growth to fiD in the 
rows or the hedge. Within a few 
years, a blackberry bramble will even 


fence out wandering pets. All you 
need do is prune it bade yearly to en- 
courage more side growth and hea- 
vier crops. 


Bed raspberries and black rasp- 


berries are popular favorites. Red 
varieties extend new runners under- 
ground, much as blackberries do. 
They'll fill in corners and become 
dense patches. 


If you plant berry patches, borders 


or hedges, you can count on providing 
sanctuary for songbirds, too. The ber- 
ries are not too popular with birds, so 
you should get a substantial crop each 
year. 


If you have or can provide add soil 


and lots of moisture, consider blue- 
berries. Several prolific new varieties 
yield large, juicy berries for pies and 
baking, and are delicious fresh. 
These, however, are more attractive 
to birds. Prompt picking and the use 
of nearly invisible foliage-green net- 
ting can save the berries for you. 


All berry plants can adapt to a vari- 


ety of soil types. Fortunately, you can 
provide the soil conditions around in- 
dividual bushes at planting time. You 
don't have to renovate the entire area 
at once.

Plan ahead with garden records 
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by BILL MEACIIEM 


Some really enthusiastic gardeners 


who 1 know will havo a written record 
of everything that happened In the 
garden during the year. 


They keep volumes of notes which 


Include the dates seeds were started, 
tho names and locations of all their 
plants, the time the flowers came Into 
bloom, when they harvested their first 
and last vegetables and what results 
they got from different vegetable 
varieties. 


This can be a great help In planning 


next year's garden. It Is surprising 
how quickly you forget things after 
they happen. With me, I usually can 
remember tho exceptionally good 
things — or things that goofed — but 


for the general run of plants I follow 
what I have done over the years. 


But I do try to keep records of my 


vegetables. I do this because I want to 
get the most possible out of the small 
space that Is devoted to these crops. 
The only way I can plan for the fol- 
lowing year Is to know what happened 
last year. 


You don't need elaborate records. 


Just a little notebook or diary of what 
you do each week Is all you need. Be 
sure to note the things that will be 
helpful to you. 
' Dates are important when starting 
seeds. However, be sure to note the 
progress of the seedlings. If you find 
them shooting up to the sky, thin and 
yellowish, before it Is time to plant 
outside, bo sure to note this. Next 


Make lawn a show piece 


Anyone can havo n lawn that's a 


neighborhood showpiece. All you need 
is a little effort, a lot of love, and a 
few helpful hints. 


First of all, think of your lawn as a 


head of hair — the crowning glory of 
your home. It needs careful grooming, 
just as your hair docs. You use a con- 
dltioncr on your hair to keep it look- 
ing shiny and nice — well, your lawn 
needs a conditioner, too. Lawn / Gar- 
den Gypsum Is a natural soil condi- 
tioner that gets your soil in shape to 
provide a good growing medium for 
tho grasses you invite to come live 
with you.

These ore just a few suggestions, 


but basically an you have to do to 
cultivate & beautiful lawn is to keep In 
mind that your plants are Invited 
guests. If you treat.them as such, 
they will flourish. 


year you may want to 'start them a' 
week or two later. 


As the season goes on you certainly 


will want to make notes on bow suc- 
cessful the different varieties are. 
Actuually, what you will be doing is 
comparing. your results with those 
that are In the seed catalogs. Bear in 
mind that they may not be the same. 
Remember that the catalogs and most 
of the Information you read about 
plants is based on averages — aver- 
age sunshine, average temperature, 
average rainfall and average (or even 
above average) care of th~e plants. Be- 
fore condemning a variety or group of 
plants, check the conditions you had, 
or have, during the growing season. A 
"no rain" notation will tell you It was 
dry. Or, "brr, it's cold" will tell you 
about the temperatures. These are the 
kind of notes that may help you de- 
cide whether or not to try something 
' again. 


I like to keep a photo journal of my 


garden as well. I take lots of photos 
and slides as reminders of what I saw 
and did tho previous season. 


Over the years I have worked with 


many of the top garden and flower 
photographers in the world — Samuel 
Gottscho, Malak of Ottawa, Pedro 
Guerrero and George Toloumis, to 
name a few — and if you want to 
a few hints from them for better gar- 
den and flower pictures, you may 
havo to add a few things to your cam- 
era case. Most will have a hand cul- 
tivator to scrttch up the soil for a 
better shot. Small grass shears are al- 
ways handy. Again, a little trimming 
makes a neater photo.

Believe ft or not, I also have a can 


of Garden Spray In the car when I am 
out photographing. I spray the plant 
before I photograph it. Why? Some- 
times there will be one or wo bugs on 
a stem that I overlook when focusing 
the camera. But, blow the slide up on 
a large screen, and all eyes go to the 
bugs, not the flowers. Especially if it 
Is a closeup. 


To make a photo<Journal useful, you 


will have to jot down some informtion 
on the side of the slide or back of the 
print. The date Is important. Also, the 
location and — above all — the name 
of the plant or flower. Do this while 
you remember it. If I am taking pho- 
tos of flowers other than my own, I 
mark down the names on a sheet of 
paper in the order I took them. By 
looking at the names on the slides or 
negatives, I can match up the names 
with the pictures. With a name, the ' 
picture becomes more important to 
you and others. 


Think fall now 


Now is the time to be thinking of 


fall flowers — especially Chrysanthe- 
mums. To get vigorous, well-estab- 
lished plants for fall, you should plant 
them this spring. Plant them at the 
same depth they were originally 
grown in the nursery. 


Spring is also the time to thin mums 


in established beds. Regularly divide 
mums every two years to maintain 
vigorous plants and avoid over crowd- 
ing.

Mulching controls weeds 


Mulching homo flower gardens, 


shrub beds and specimen trees helps 
control week growth and conserve 
moisture in the soil. 


M.C. Carbonneau, University of Illi- 


nois Extension floriculturist, says few 
weeds will grow under two or three 
inches of mulch. In addition, mulch 
acts as an insulator and keeps the soil 
cooler than usual during the summer. 


Organic waste products, such as 


peat moss, ground or crushed corn- 
cobs, straw, sawdust, wood chips, 
stroddcd bark, leaves, cocoa bean 
hulls and pecan shells arc the most 
common mulching materials. Many 
organic mulches aro sold in bulk, but 
aomo come prepackaged for garden- 


ers' convenience. The prepackaged 
mulches usually cost more per pound 
than bulk materials. 


Carbonneau recommends applying 


mulches as soon as the soil is warm 
enough for plant growth to begin. 
Keep the mulch at least two to three 
inches deep during the growing sea- 
son. 


If you use corncobs, sawdust or 


wood chips as a mulch, you'll need to 
apply fertilizer frequently to maintain 
a high-nitrogen supply in the soil, he 
says, During a period of two years, 
apply two to four pounds of 10-64 or 
10-10-10 fertilizer per bushel of mulch. 
With a higher analysis fertilizer, use a 
smaller amount

Nostalgia: an old-fashioned garden 


Gardeners can take a new nostalgia 


trip this spring, planting remem- 
brances from their youth, enjoying a 
2,000-year-old link with the Aztecs, or 
planting a garden salute to the Ameri- 
can .Revolution. 


Just as film buffs travel back to the 


past through new variations on the 
golden age of comedy, or World War 
Hi or even with Frankenstein, so gar- 
deners can recreate the visual pleas- 
ures of yesterday. 


Geraniums have been popular in 


homes and gardens since before the 
American Revolution. They have gone 
through many changes in breeding; 
improving the plant and flower great- 
ly, but the geranium still retains its 
old-fasWoned quality. Versatility- and 
a failure proof reputation have always 
been their big appeal. 


Geraniums — which can be an < 


ily started from cuttings as they are 
from seeds — can conjure up the 
American history of gardening as you 
enjoy them in traditional clay pots, or 
in hanging baskets. 


Zinnias in Ranging baskets »i«* re- 


vive vistas of the past One of the old- 
est of zinnia varieties, zinnia linearis, 
recently has been resurrected. 


This zinnia plant grows eight inches 


high and, in full bloom, blossoms with 
small, golden orange flowers, each 
petal with a lemon stripe. 


Nasturtiums take many people 


back to their childhood — and in one 
major seed-catalogue, the old-variety 
of single flowering nasturtiums has 
been rediscovered. The description 
reads: "Old-fashioned charm makes 
single-flowered nasturtiums in great 


demand for garden and cutting." The 
new dwarf, double-flowering nastur- 
tiums are also available. 


The hollyhocks remembered from 


gentler times still abound today, and 
gardeners can rediscover the simple, 
old-styled variety as well as enjoy the 
new double, ruffled and unproved 
ones. 


Black Aztec Sweet'Com represents 


an even longer link with the past. It 
has the same sweetness and flavor it 
had 2,000 years ago. Vigorous grower 
and large producer of average size 
ears. Kernels are white in young milk 
stage, then turn jetblack when kernels 
are dried. The ground corn makes a 
wonderful corn meal to use for baking 
and cooking."

Wide selection of petunias offered 


Since petunias are one of the most 


important display flowers In America, 
many flower breeders all over the 
world are doing some kind of breed- 
ing work on them. This accounts for 
the enormous selection of varieties, 
and to some extent some confusion 
among home gardeners as to the best 
kinds. 


In spite of the vast amount of breed- 


ing work that has already been de- 
voted to petunias, however, breeders 
still feel there is a great deal of im- 
provement to be made, especially in 
terms of weather tolerance, flower 
size, long lasting ability and improved 
plant habit. 


The most popular class of petunias 


among home gardeners is the large 
flowered hybrid grandiflora. Unfortu- 
nately, a number of the earlier vari- 
' eitles aro susceptible to both rain 
damage and air pollution. 


For a brilliant mass of color, espe- 


cially under night lighting, nothing 
can compare to the white grandiflora 
petunias, and the variety which is 
proving the least susceptible to rain 


and air pollution is Glacier. The 
large, four inch flowers bloom prolifi- 
cally all season on compact, freely 
branching plants. 


Like many other flower classes, 


however, home gardeners have a tre- 
mendous loyalty to "families" where- 
by a mixture and separate colors dis- 
play uniform height and other charac- 
teristics. Amang petunias it is the 
"Cloud" serift which is building up a 
consumer loyalty more than any 
other class. The Cloud Mixture,' plus 
the six separate colors (Snow Cloud, 
Pink Cloud,jRed Cloud, Rose Cloud, 
Orchid Cloud, and Blue Cloud) are ex- 
quisite for containers, with individual 
flowers up to four inches across, and 
an elegant cascading effect. • 


Multlftora petunias are not'quite so 


popular as grandifloras because of the 
smaller floweY size, but they actually 
produce a greater density of color and 
deserve to be more widely grown. 
Recommended varieties aro all in the 
"Joy series," including Blue Joy, Red 
Joy, Rose Joy, Pink Joy, White Joy, 
and Star Joy (blcolor). 


Isolate that ailing plant 


Plants sometimes just die. This is 


not easy to accept, but it happens. 
Most of the time, though, there is a 
direct cause of their expiration. Over- 
watering, too little light, diseases, too 
little water, cold, etc. are all good 
reasons. 


The minute you suspect a plant is 


"sick" immediately put it in isolation 
to insure the continued health of other 
plants, particularly if the sick plant 
has bugs. Bugs are hard to get rid of, 
but it can be done. 


Make sure you diagnose the disease 


properly to avoid the wrong treat- 
ment. If you can't determine it from

books and observation, check your 
nursery. Follow all the necessary 
steps for revitalization. Most Impor- 
tant, don't start treating the plant as 
if it were already dead. That Is, water 
it, wash the leaves, make sure the 
light is right All these things become 
more important when the plant is ail- 
ing. 


Treatments may have to be re- 


peated if the first curing attempts are. 
unsuccessful. When dealing with in- 
secticides and fingiddes use'several 
small doses rather than one massive 
dose. These poisons can kill the plant 
as well as the disease.

Community College. 


Scltz Thursday said ho asked the 


college board last week to determine 
if ho could bo granted a Icnvo from 
his teaching post. 


Ho is the first declared candidate 


(or the mayor's post In IU77. Scltz in- 
dicated ho would prefer the position to 
bo a part-time job, bu: If ho could 
gain a leave of absence he would bo 
willing to run (or tho full-time job. 


THE I'ST currently Is full-time, but 


there has been much debate over 
changing It to a part-time position In 
1077. 


.Mayor Herbert H. Bchrol an- 


nounced recently tha. ho will leave of- 
fice In mld-tOTQ, about nine months 
before his term expires. 


"My own feeling Is that if we leave it 
as a full-tlmo post wo may be limiting 
the job to the rich or the retired," 
Scltz said. 


Scltz said that If he cannot get a 


leave of absence from the college, ho 
probably would not consider running 
tor the mayor's position if it remains 
a full-time job. 


He indicated that he has talked to 


several other alderman In recent 
\vccks about his candidacy. 


"They have said I would be n viable 


candidate,but I have not tried to get 
definite promises of support from any- 
one," he said. 


BEHREL'S announcement about re- 


tiring before his term expires has 
complicated the political picture in 
the city. According to state law, tho 
city council would have to elect one 
alderman to serve as acting mayor to 
complete the term.

Permit key to settling 
day-care spat: official

Tho DCS Plaines director of zoning 


and planning sold Thursday tho long- 
standing dispute concerning operation 
of tho Angel Town Infnat day-care 
center could bo settled if the owner 
applied (or a special-use zoning per- 
mit. 


Michael Richardson said the center 


might bo allowed to have a building 
permit to construct nn addition to its 
(acllltlcs at 2329 Birch St., If the city 
council approves the special-use per- 
mit. 


Tho day-care center and the city 


have been Involved in a controversy 
(or more than three years. 


A LAWSUIT brought by the city has 


been in th courts for nearly three 
years. The city's suit contends that It 
is not legal lo operate day-care facil- 
ities In residential areas. 


Lorraine Angell, the owner of the 


center, said she met this week with a 
group of about 75 parents whoso chil- 
dren attend her center In an effort to 
got tho parents to hasten an end of 
the court fight. 


"I have been trying to got tho case 


resolved," Mrs. Angell said. She said 
the city has refused to grant a build- 
Ing permit until the court -asc Is 
settled. 


However, RlchartUon said he has 


talked with Mrs. Angcli's attorney 
several times and suggested (hut If 
tho center obtains a special-use per- 
mit, a building permit might be grant- 
ed. 


MRS. 
ANGELL contends Hint tne 


city has singled out her ccntor for^Ra- 
rassment while allowing many other 
businesses In residential areas. 


She said the center and another fa- 


cility' In Roscmom, are registered 
with the state as not-far profit corpo- 
rations. 


"This is the only mt-for-profit In- 


fant-care ccntor In Cook County," she 
said. She also said the Illinois Su- 
premo Court has ruled three times 
that day-care centers aio permitted in 
areas where elementary, junior high 
schools and nigh schools are per- 
mitted. 


"Wo ore not doing anything wrong," 


Mrs. Angell said. 


She also blamed City Corporation 


Counsel Robert DlLconardl for delay- 
Ing the case. Mrs. Angell Indicated 
that some of tho continuances granted 
In the case were requesteJ by her at- 
torneys. DlLconardl could not be 
reached for comment Thursday1. 


THE DAY-CARE center ordinance 


was enacted after much debate In 
1973. 


Tho ordinance allows day-care 


homes, which do not house more than 
eight youngsters, to bo operated in 
residential areas, but requires larger 
facilities to be In commcrcial-or mul- 
tiple-family zoning districts. 


Mrs. Angell contends that Angel 


Town should not need tho special-use 
permit.

day and ho filed a missing persons 
report with Des Plaines police after 
she failed to show up at the medical 
center Wednesday for treatment on a 
kidney-dialysis machine. 


Her doctor, Marshall Salkin, said 


Miss Pokorny would die if she did not 
receive treatment for an extended pe- 
riod of time. 


Tho doctor said tho dialysis ma- 


chine removes waste from Miss Po-

The property, Elmhurst Road and 
Dempster Street, is being developed 
as a ISO-unit apartment complex by 
Kenroy Inc., Skokie. 


Des Plaines appealed the 1973 lower 


court decision, which, on a technical- 
ity, threw out that city's 1968 annexa- 


. tion of the property. The judge said 


the city's annexation ordinance failed 
to include the far sides of Dempster 


< Street and Elmhurst Road, which ad- 


join the property. 


Because Mount Prospect annexed 
the property 11 months after the Des 
Plaines annexation, the court decision 
automatically puts the property with- 
in Mount Prospect boundaries. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Mayor Robert 


D. Teichert said he is glad that the 
case is settled. 


"It's nice to have it over," Teichert 


said. "It appears to be the last thorn 
or unsettling matter between Des 
Plaines and Mount Prospect. We have 
in the past couple of years set out on 
an attitude of real cooperation." 


Because of the lenthy legal battle, 


Des Plaines,, and Mount Prospect 
recently agreed to let Kenroy begin 
development of the land, with final ju- 
risdiction for the project being de- 
cided with the court decision. 


The agreement was completed in 
early May. 


The legal battle was touched off in 


1968 when Des Plalncs annexed the 
property but failed to approve Ken- 
roy's request for multi-family zoning. 
Kenroy then turned to Mount Prospect 
which approved annexation and zon- 
ing in March 1969. The matter then

With Vietnam and Watergate past,? 
youth leans toward conservatism

Unlike the call for activism 


from the Class of 1970, the voice 
of the Class of 1975 is tempered 
with conservatism. 


Today's high school graduates 


are advocating a nonviolent ap- 
proach to change in society. They 
believe in working within the sys- 
tem. In the wake of Vietnam and 
Watergate they are calling for 
more voice in government and 
they firmly believe that it is the 
youth of the nation that will bring 
new life to democracy in Amer- 
ica. 


Five seniors graduating at the 


tops of their classes this month 
discuss their plans for the future 
and that of the nation: 


Kevin Richardson 
"I still believe, no matter what 


anyone says, that this is the 
greatest country in the world and 
we will continue to be great," said 
K e v i n Richardson, senior at 
Fremd High School, Palatine. 


"A new surge of nationalism" 


will accompany the celebration of 
the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride in being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same. 
"I've pretty much adopted a lot of 
the traditional values and morals 
of my parents' generation but I've 
sprinkled them with my own per- 
sonal experience," he said. 


"I'm out in the world a lot 


more," Kevin said. "I've adopted 
a lot of the political and economic 
morals — I'm a staunch con- 
servative — but I also consider 
myself to be a real humanitari- 
an." 


Kevin is a firm believer in the 


American system of democracy 
and capitalism. Six weeks ago he 
attended-a fund-raising event and 
was deeply impressed by the 
speeches of U. S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, and former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan. "They 
exemplified the values that I 
have," he said. 


A few years ago "kids were 


really down on the estab- 
lishment," Kevin said, but today 
they are beginning to work within 
the system. "I see the estab-

the over-oil picture." 


MI15. MACDONALD said that be- 


yond preliminary conversations with 
others in the party, she has given the 
matter no consideration and did not 
plan to do so until the legislature ad- 
journs around the end of the month. 
"Right now we all have enough to do 
that we simply can't settle all these

RTA slights suburbs, 
its members charge

Thursday that RTA Chairman 
Milton Pikarsky Is breaking his 
promise to fairly represent the 
suburbs. 


D. Daniel Baldlno, Evanston, 


and other suburban board mem- 
l-c.1 also said the suburbs arc 
bc.ng shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
the Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cent of suburban bus company 


Baldino accused Pikarsky of 


breaking the promise after Dal- 
Ulno reviewed a proposed RTA or- 
Rnnlzatlonl chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
ing. "It wholly disregards the In- 
terests of suburbia," he * al'l. 


He quoted Pikarsky'" promise 


after his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
It to your attention." The issue 
win tabled until tho board's next 
meeting. 


AKTEIt THE LENO'IIIY and 


heated meeting, Pikarsky said 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. Ho 
cited a regional branch included in 
the proposed external affoirs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
brunch in the proposed oocratlons 
department. 


Pllcarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldlno had agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Baldino said 


later. 


The subsidy issue came up 


when a $30 million grant to the 
CTA was proposed. Board mem- 
bo- Jerry Boose of South Elgin 
said the money represented a 100 
per cent deficit grant, nnd the 
same policy should DO used for all 
carriers. "If we're consistent, 
then we assume to be fair," he 
said. 


WHEN CHICAGO board mem- 


bers defended the present policy, 
Baldino sold 85 per cent of tho $96 
million the RTA lias given in 
grants has gone to the CTA. "You 
can cut the figures any way you 
want to cut It, but all those other 
communities (In the suburbs) arc 
not getting a fair shake," he said. 


Boose said all existing systems 


should be subsidized (or 100 per 
cent of their losses, but Richad 
Newland of Wnukcgan said, "I will 
light like tho devil ro seo in the 
future that all systems are 100 per 
cent funded." Newland then voted 
"yes" on the CTA grant. 


Baldlno also challenged a pro- 


posed personnel policy that would 
have allowed Pikarsky to select 
his staff and submit the names for 
board approval after the employ- 
es had been hired. 


Baldlno and other board mem- 


bers have objected to Piknrsky's 
policy of hiring consultants and 
bringing them unannounced to 
board meetings to explain pro- 
gram and financial issues. The 
board Thursday approved pay- 
ments to 25 such consultants, in- 
cluding lawyers and accountants, 
but board members snld they 
want to know in advance when 
consultants are retained in the fu- 
ture. 


A personnel policy was adopted 


that allows the chairman to fill 
positions paying up to $17,500 a 
year, but he must fi'e monthly 
personnel reports with the board. 
A personnel committee made up 
of three board members and the 
chairman also was established.

There will be five state offices to be 


filled in the 1976 election: governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state and comptroller. 


Only the office of lieutenant gover- 


nor is likely to bo available for a 
woman candidate, however. Both 
Atty. Gen.William J. Scott and Sec. of 
State Michael J. Hewlett have an- 
nounced they will seek reelection and 
are considered sure winners. 


Republican Comptroller George W. 


Llndberg also is considered an easy 
bet for reelection, unless he should be- 
come the GOP candidate for gover- 
nor. 


The chances of placing Mrs. Mac- 


donald on the state ticket probably 
would be ended, however, if U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson of Chicago becomes 
the gubernatorial candidate. The con- 


centration of Cook County candidates 
on the ticket would surely dictate se- 
lection of a Downstate resident as his 
running mate. 


One possible Downstate candidate

the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride in being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same. 
"I've pretty much adopted a lot of 
the traditional values and morals 
of my parents' generation but I've 
sprinkled them with my own per- 
sonal experience," he said. 


"I'm out in the world a lot 


more," Kevin said. "I've adopted 
a lot of the political and economic 
morals — I'm a staunch con- 
servative — but I also consider 
myself to be a real humanitari- 
an." 


Kevin is a firm believer In the 


American system of democracy 
and capitalism.

woman candidate, 
however.. Both 


Atty. Gen.William J. Scott and Sec. of 
State Michael J. Hewlett have an- 
nounced they will seek reelection and 
arc considered sure winners. 


Republican Comptroller George W. 


Lindbcrg* also is considered an easy 
bet for reelection, unless he should be- 
come the GOP candidate for gover- 
nor. 


The chances of placing Mrs. Mac- 


donald on the state ticket probably 
would be ended, however; if U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson of Chicago becomes 
the gubernatorial candidate. The con- 


centration of Cook County candidates 
on the ticket would surely dictate se- 
lection of a Downstate resident as his 
running mate. 


One possible Downstate candidate 


for the No. 2 spot on the ticket Is State 
Rep. John Hlrschfeld of Champaign. 


"I could certainly support Glnny

Hlrschfeld told The Herald Thursday. 
"She's a super legislator.

RTA slights suburbs, 
its members charge

A Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board member charged 
Thursday that RTA Chairman 
Milton Plkarsky Is breaking his 
promise to fairly represent the 
suburbs. 


1). Daniel Bnldlno, Evnnslon, 


and other suburban board mom- 
tcs also sold the suburbs arc 
being shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
Iho Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cent of suburban bus company 
losses 


Bnldlno accused Plkursky of 


breaking the promise after Bal- 
Jlno reviewed a proposed RTA or- 
ganization! chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
ing. "It wholly disregards the In- 
terests of suburbia," ho raid. 


He quoted Plkarsky'? promise 


after his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
It to your attention." The issue 
\V;H tabled until the board's next 
meeting. 


AFTEIl THE LENGTHY and 


heated meeting, Plkarsky said 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. He 
cited a regional branch Included In 
the proposed external affairs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed oocrntions 
department. 


Pilcarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldino hod agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Baldino <mid 


later. 


The subsidy Issue came up 


when a $30 million grant to the 
CTA was proposed. Beard mem- 
bo? Jerry Boose of South Elgin 
said the money represented a 100 
per cent deficit grant, nnd the 
same policy should oe used for all 
curriers. "If we're consistent, 
'.lien we assume to be fair," he 
said. 


WHEN CHICAGO board mem- 


bow defended the present policy, 
Baldino said 85 per cent of the $06 
million the RTA lius given In 
grants has gone to the CTA. "You 
can cut the figures any way you 
want to cut It, but all those other 
communities (in the suburbs) arc 
not getting a fair shako," he said. 


Boose said all existing systems 


should be subsidized for 100 per 
cent of their losses, but Richad 
Newland of Waukegan said, "I will 
tight like the devil to see in the 
future that all systems are 100 per 
cent funded." Newland then voted 
"yes" on the CTA grant. 


Baldino also challenged a pro- 


posed personnel policy that would 
have allowed Pikarsky to select 
his staff and submit the names for 
hoard approval after the employ- 
es had been hired. 


Baldino and other board mem- 


bers have objected to Plknrsky's 
policy of hiring consultants and 
bringing them unannounced to 
bonrd meetings to explain pro- 
gram and financial issues. The 
board Thursday approved pay- 
ments to 25 such consultants, In- 
cluding lawyers and accountants, 
but board members snid they 
want to know in advance when 
consultants are retained In the fu- 
ture. 


A personnel policy was adopted 


that allows the chairman to fill 
positions paying up to $17,500 a 
your, but he must fl'e monthly 
personnel reports with the board. 
A personnel commutes made up 
of three board members and the 
chairman also was established.

Subpoenas also have been Issued for 


records from three auto supply stores 
owned by Ilcln's family, but spokes- 
men at the stores Thursday said they 
had not been served. 


Tho stores are Wheeling Auto Parts 


Inc., Wheeling; Hcln's Auto Supply, 
Buffalo Grove, and B. C. Auto Parts 
Inc., Mundclcln. 


TUB HERALD disclosed Thursday 


that subpoenas were Issued in con- 
nection with the State's Attorney's In- 
vestigation of possible conflict-of-in- 


terest charges against Hem. The 
trustee has voted in favor of more 
than $40,000 in village purchases from 
the family-owned stores since he has 
been on tho board. 


A source close to the investigation 
said the subpoenas require the 
records to be presented June 16 be- 
fore a county grand jury. Deputy 
Clerk Roberto Krnuse said only that 
tho village had been served with the 
subpoena. 


Hcin could not be reached'for com- 


ment Thursday. He has maintained in 
the past that he is not guilty of any 
conflict of interest in voting on pur- 
chases from the stores because he is 
not an owner or officer of any of the 
firms. 


Hcin is employed at Wheeling Auto 


Parts. State records show his father, 
Gordon H. Heln, as owner of Wheeling 
Auto Parts. Hein's brother, Gordon P. 
Heln, Is owner of B. C. Auto Parts, 
according to state records. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Paul Hamer has 


said Heln is not in a conflict because 
he doesn not maintan any ownership 
in any of the three stores. 


State law prohibits municipal offi- 


cers from having any direct or in- 
direct interest in any firms doing 
business with the municipality. 


Sources close to the investigation 


said the State's Attorney's office is 
trying to determine the legal question 
of whether Hein's employment with a 
family-owned firm constitutes a con- 
flict of interest In terms of the state 
law. 


Pay-hike offer too small, 
Prospect Hts. teachers say

Teachers in Prospect Heights Dlst. 


23 are "very disturbed" by tho school 
board's first salary offer made this 
\vcek In a contract negotiating ses- 
sion, Kenneth Bates, spokesman for 
tho 
Proipcct Heights Education 


Assn., said Thursday. 


Teachers'and board members held 


Ihclr second contract negotiating ses- 
sion for the 1075-70 school year 
Wednesday. Teachers arc entering the 
second year of a two-year procedural 
contract, open to annual monetary re- 
view. 


While tho teachers requested $60,000 


for merit and across-the-board raises 
next year tho board offered $30,000. 
Bates said this would average out to 


an across-the-board raise of 2 per cent 
plus a top merit award of $123 per 
teacher. This year, the district sot 
aside about $106,000 for merit and 
regular salary increases. The top 
merit award this year was $620, Bates 
sold. 


TEACHERS ALSO asked to have 


the district base salary raised from 
$8,400 to $9,420 for a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree and no experience. 
The board offered to raise tho base 
salary to $8,750. 


Bates said the most Important con- 


tract request from the teachers is an 
annual cost-of-llvlng raise, based on 
U.S. Bureau of Labor statistics. Bates 
said that previous Dist. 23 teacher 
contracts contained cost-oMlving

extortion, conspiracy and Income-tax 
evasion stemming from the shake- 


down of Wheeling developers. 


While on furlough Stavros is on the

high. But that's not our final offer; 
it's just someplace to start," Krlnsky 
said. 


Krinsky said that James Hendren, 


district business manager, has been 
instructed to figure out the cost of im- 
plementing the teachers' salary pro- 
posals. Hendren's figures should be 
ready when the teachers and board 
meet again July 10, Krinsky said. 


In addition to salary Increases, 


teachers are requesting the following 
contract items: 


• A 15 per cent increase in extra 


duty pay. 


• A15 per cent Increase in summer 


school pay. 


• District longevity increments of 


$300 to $450 for teachers who have 
served In the district eight years or 
longer. 


• The firing of nontenured teachers 


who do not receive at least an aver- 
age merit rating at the end of their 
second teaching year. 


• An increase in sick leave accu- 


mulation from 120 to 150 days. 


• A teacher be paid as a substitute 


or paid at a rate of $7 per hour if he 
takes over another teacher's class 
when a substitute cannot be hired.' 


Officials of n Wheeling truck ter- 


minal on Illntz Road west of Wolf 
Road, have bowed to the wishes of 
nearby residents and agreed to take 
steps to alleviate noise and lighting 
problems.

than It normally would have disbursed 
when the unemployment checks were 
sent In the usual two or three \vcuks. 


THE TOWNSHIP general-assistance 


fund has been dwindling rapidly lie- 
cause of the large numbers of people 
who seek money while waiting for 
unemployment checks to arrive. It 
has been reported that it takes as long 
as eight weeks to receive unemploy- 
ment compensation because of the 


heavy caseload spurred by the cur- 
rent economic situation. 


Schaumburg Township has budgeted 


about triple Its normal amount for 
general assistance to meet demand 
burdened by longer stays on tho wel- 
fare rolls because of unemployment 
compensation delays. 


In a letter to Gov. Daniel Walker, 


McCollom wrote: "The unemployment 
compensation program as it presently 
exists is a failure. Something has to 
be done. Obviously, many new em- 
ployes arc needed because of the re- 
cession." 


MCCOLLOM SAID HIS township

"A new surge of nationalism" 


will accompany the celebration of 
the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride in being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same.

chitect Robert D. Hunter said pur- 
chase and conversion of the station, 
469 Hassell Rd., would cost about 
$173,00 0 . This compares • with a 
$172,700 figure for construction of a 
library branch, that does not include 
the cost of land. 


"This building would appear to be 


in an excellent location. The building 
is sound and appears to be in general 
good condition," Hunter reported. 


The library board has not voted to

He quoted Plkarsky'': promise 


after his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said. "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
It to your attention." The Issue 
\VJH tabled until the board's next 
meeting. 


AFTER THE LENGTHY and 


heated meeting, Pikarsky sold 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. He 
cited a regional branch Included in 
the proposed external affairs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed oncratlons 
department. 


Plkarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldino had agreed with him 
privately.

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Fire prevention program a success 
Roger Hugg's alias 
'Smokey the Bear* 


by NANCY COWGER 


Roger Ilugg is the Smokey the Bear 


of the Rolling Meadows Fire Dept. 
who tries to encourage residents to 
rid themselves of home fire hazards. 


Hugg Is the city's fire prevention of- 


fleer who concerns himself with po- 
tential fires in homes, office buildings, 
vehicles and other susceptible areas. 
During this — the annual fire pre- 
vention and cleanup week in Rolling 
Meadows — he is the busiest man in 
town. 


Hugg hopes someday to expand the 


yearly cleanup to a free daily assis- 
tance program, offering residents in- 
spections and consultation on what 
constitutes a hazard and how to con- 
trol it. 


THE BEGINNINGS of such a pro- 


gram already are in evidence. The 
bureau conducts a Meet and Greet 
service In which a fire department 
representative visits all new resi- 
dents. The firemen deliver pamphlets 
on home evacuation, hazard control 
and fire prevention. They explain de- 
partment services, including para- 
medic ambulances and provide emer- 
gency number telephone stickers.

Meet and Greet and the inspection 


project come under the heading of 
public relations. Hugg and the depart- 
ment already conduct other such proj- 
ects, and plan more. 


The deportment has set up displays 


at local community events, providing 
fire prevention literature; is planning 
a number of meetings, where fire pre- 
vention movies and demonstrations 
will be shown, and special programs 
for occupants of high-rise office build- 
ings arc planned. 


During National Fire Prevention 


Week in October, Hugg will speak at 
school assemblies. The department 
cooperates with the park district in a 
babysitters' certification course, and 
offers free blood pressure tests to 
anyone stopping at the fire station be- 
tween 10 a.m. and 8 p.m. any day of 
the week. 


BUT A FIRE prevention bureau is 


more than telephone stickers and 
school assemblies. Hugg and the other 
men in the department review plans 


for every new building in the city, ex- 
cept houses, long before a developer 
is permitted to break ground. Once 
they approve a plan, Hugg or a man 
assigned to the bureau inspects the 
site at least once a week until the roof 
is Installed. 


Another phase of bureau work is 


preparing a pre-fire plan for every 
building.in the city except homes. 
Each of the fire department's three 
shifts is responsible for buildings in 
an assigned section of the city. They 
inspect the buildings, making scale 
drawings and taking photographs, un- 
til every broom closet and alcove is 
diagrammed. 


The material is compiled as con- 


cisely as possible, and incorporated in 
a series of cross-indexed books and 
slides. The slides are shown in train- 
ing classes for men in other shifts, 
and the books are carried in com- 
mand vehicles, for access during a 
fire. 


The program will make it possible 


for firemen to more quickly pinpoint 
fire origins or to simply find routes 
through buildings filled with smoke. 
The improved rescue potential is im- 
measurable, Hugg said.

RTA slights suburbs, 
its members charge

A Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board member charged 
Thursday that RTA Chairman 
Milton Plkarsky.ls breaking his 
promise to fairly represent the 
suburbs. 


D. Daniel Buldlno, Evanston, 


and other suburban board mem- 
l-cs also said the suburbs arc 
being shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
the Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cent of suburban bus company 
losses. 


Baldlno accused Pikarsky of 


breaking the promise after Bal- 
dlno reviewed a propose*! RTA or- 
ganization! chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
ing. "It wholly disregards the in- 
terests of suburbia," he laid. 


He quoted Pikarsky'1: promise 


after his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
It to your attention." The Issue 
win tabled until the board's next 
meeting. 


AFTER THE LENGTHY and 


heated meeting, Pikarsky said 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. He 
cited a regional branch included in 
the proposed external affoirs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed onerations 
department. 


Pikarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldino had agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Baldino said

plan for deaf students 


Elk Grove Township Dlst. SO Board 


of Education members are consid- 
ering offering a deaf-education pro- 
gram as an alternative to on Arling- 
ton Heights program recently criti- 
cized by parents. 


Board members met Wednesday 


night with parents of children enrolled 
In the Northwest Suburban Special 
Education Organization deaf educa- 
tion program at Kensington School, 
Arlington Heights. Disgruntled par- 
ents, the majority from Dlst. SO and 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 5-1, have 
asked the board to provide a program 
for their children. 


Paul Kucharskl, chairman of the 


board committee which met with par- 
ents, said the committee Is studying 
several alternatives and will make a 
recommendation to the full board 
June 16.. 


Kucharski said the alternatives he 


discussed with parents include: 
.. • Moving the NSSEO deaf education 
program back into a Dlst. SO school 
(the program was formerly at Ridge 
School In Elk Grove Village). 


• Starting a program In Dist. SO as 


an alternative to the Kensington 
School program.. 


• Keeping the program at Kensing- 


ton and attempting to resolve prob- 
lems there. 


• Transferring children whose par- 


ents are dissatisfied with the program 
to another school In Dccrficld. 


• Exploring the Idea of Integrating 


deaf students Into regular classes. 
Deaf students would have Interpreters 
to work with them on a one-to-one 
basis In the regular classroom. 


Twelve of the 10 families with chil- 


dren at Kensington signed a petition 
to have the program removed from 
the- school and the control of Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 25. Parents are com- 
plaining of a lack of social integration 
and cooperation at the school, the 
speech development program, lack of 
equipment and the dismissal of teach- 
ers. 


About half of the parents with chil- 


dren In the program attended the 
meeting Wednesday. 


"We have made a commitment to 


these parents to solve this before 
school opens in the fall," said Kuch- 
arskl. "Right now I've got-a lot of 
homework to do. I've got to study our 
relationship with NSSEO and get feed- 
back from the other districts in- 
volved." 


KUCHARSKI SAID he has attended 


the program at Kensington and has 
begun collecting information on other 
deaf education programs in the coun- 
try. 


"Our objective is to start to build a 


program that Is not only superior but 
one that can become a model for oth- 
ers In the state and the country," he 
said. "It's easy to say we're going to 
do that but I can't make any promis- 
es. Our financial condition is not the 
best and that's a consideration we 
have to look at." 


Kuchurski said he believes the par- 


ents have a legitimate concern. "It Is 
the responsibility of the board to be 
involved. Fourteen of the 19 families 
arc from Dist. SO and Dist. 54.1 want 
to discuss this with key people in Dlst. 
54. We would like to have a joint rec- 
ommendation."

KORAN'S ONE witness was Daniel 


K. Webb, ait assistant U.S. attorney 
who worked on developing the case 
against Bonk. 


Webb testified that one of the prose- 


cutors In the case, Anton R, Vilukus, 
had promised one of the chief prose- 
cution witnesses, zoning attorney Rob- 
ert Haskins, that federal attorneys 
would recommend that Haskins not be, 
prosecuted on a charge of tax fraud if 
Haskins cooperated In the Book ease. 


Haskins, who-testified earlier in the 


week under a grant of immunity from 
prosecution, had alternately denied 
that prosecutors had promised him 
anything for his cooperation and said 
he could not remember any promises 
during cross examination by Foran. 


The rest of Foran's defense case 


consisted of several documents which

journs around the end of the month. 
"Right now we all have enough to do 
that we simply can't settle all these 
maters concerning 1976." 


Mrs. McCormlck said that she and 


other Republican women have made 
no decision on whom they might seek 
to recruit as a candidate, or for what 
office. 


Among others she mentioned were 


Joan Anderson, Metropolitan Sanitary 
District trustee; Jane Haye Rader of 
Cobden, a University of Illinois 
trustee.and herself. 


"I am determined that one of us 


will be on that state ticket," Mrs. 
McCormick declared. 


There will be five state offices to be 


filled in the 1976 election: governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state and comptroller. 


Only the office of lieutenant gover- 


nor Is likely to be available for a 
woman candidate, however. Both 
Atty. Gen.Wllllam J. Scott and Sec. of 
State Michael J. Hewlett have an- 
nounced they will seek reelection and 
are considered sure winners. 


Republican Comptroller George W. 


Llndberg also is considered an easy 
bet for reelection, unless he should be- 
come the GOP candidate for gover- 
nor.

would be ended, however, if U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson of Chicago becomes 
the gubernatorial candidate. The con- 


centration of Cook County candidates 
on the ticket would surely dictate se- 
lection of a Downstate resident as his 
running mate. 


One possible Downstate candidate 


for the No. 2 spot on the ticket is State 
Rep. John Hirschfeld of Champaign. 


"I could certainly support Ginny 


Macdonald for .lieutenant governor," 
Hirschfeld told The Herald Thursday. 
"She's a super legislator. 


"But," he added, "If Jim Thompson

"And I would 
certainly be happy to run with him as 
the candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor," he added. 


Widely known In GOP circles 


through several state party posts she 
has held and her service as a delegate 
to the Constitutional Convention, Mrs. 
Macdonald was elected secretary of 
the Republican House caucus in her 
first term in the legislature in 1973. 


She has been president of the 1111- 


noh. Federation of Republican Wom- 
en, served two terms as Republican 
Cook County chairwoman and was 
state chairman of Sen.

D. Daniel Bnldlno, Evnnston, 


and other suburban board mem- 
bcs also said the suburbs arc 
being shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
the Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cent of suburban bus company 
losses 


Baldino accused Pikarsky of 


breaking the promise after Bal- 
dino reviewed n proposed RTA or- 
ganizatlonl chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
ing. "It wholly disregards the in- 
terests of suburbia," bo said. 


Ho quoted Plkarsky's promise 


alter his appointment to organfce 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You havo broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
it to your attention." The Issue 
win tabled until the board's next 
meeting. 


AFTER THE LENGTHY and 


healed meeting, Pikarsky said 


two parts of the organization chart 
provide suburban protection. Ho 
cited a regional branch included in 
the proposed external affoirs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed onerallons 
department. 


Pikarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldino had agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Baldino said 


later. 


The subsidy issue came up 


when a $30 million grant to the 
CTA was proposed. Board mem- 
be- Jerry Boose of South Elgin 
snld the money represented a 100 
per cent deficit grant, nnd the 
same policy should oe used for all 
carriers. "If we're consistent, 
then we assume to be fair," he 
said. 


WHEN CHICAGO board mem- 


bers defended the present policy, 
Baldino said 85 per cent of Che $96 
million the RTA hus given in 
grants has gone to the CTA. "You 
can cut the figures any way you 
want to cut it, but all those other 
communities (in the suburbs) are 
not getting a fair shako," he said. 


Boose said all existing systems 


should be subsidized for 100 per 
cent of their losses, but Richad 
Nowland of Waukegan said, "I will 
tight like the devil to see in the 
future that all systems are 100 per 
cent funded." Newland then voted 
"yes" on the CTA grant. 


Baldino also challenged a pro- 


posed personnel policy that would 
hive allowed Pikarsky to select 
his staff and submit the names for 
board approval after the employ- 
es had been hired. 


Baldino and other board mem- 


bers have objected to Pikarsky's 
policy of hiring consultants and 
bringing them unannounced to 
board meetings to explain pro- 
gram and financial issues. The 
board Thursday approved pay- 
ments to 25 such consultants, in- 
cluding lawyers and accountants, 
but board members said they 
wanl to know in advance when 
consultants are retained in the fu- 
ture. 


A personnel policy was adopted 


that allows the chairman to fill 
positions paying up to $17,500 a 
yoar, but he must file monthly 
personnel reports with (he board. 
A personnel committee made up 
of three board members and the 
chairman also was established.

• Keeping the program at Kensing-

• Exploring tho idea of integrating 


deuf students into regular classes. 
Deaf students would have interpreters 
to work with them'on a one-to-ono 
basis In tho regular classroom. 


Twelve of tho 19 families with chil- 


dren at Kensington signed a petition 
to have the program removed from 
the school and the control of Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25. Parents arc com- 
plaining of a lack of social integration 
and cooperation at the school, the 
speech development program, lack of 
equipment and the dismissal of teach- 
ers. 


About half of the parents with chil- 


dren in the program attended the 
meeting Wednesday. 


"We have made a commitment to 


these parents to solve this before 
school opens in the fall," said Kucli- 
arski. "Right now I've got a lot of 
homework to do. I've got to study our 
relationship with NSSEO and get feed- 
back from the other districts in- 
volved." 


KUC1IARSKI SAID he has attended 


the program at Kensington and has 
begun collecting information on other 
deaf education programs in the coun- 
try.

D. Tcichcrt said he is glad that the 
case is settled. 


"It's nice to have it over," Telchert 


said. "It appears to be the last thorn 
or unsettling matter between Des 
Plaines and Mount Prospect. We have 
in the past couple of years set out on 
an attitude of real cooperation." 


Because of the lenthy legal battle, 


Des Plaines and Mount Prospect 
recently agreed to let Kenroy begin 
development of the land, with final ju- 
risdiction for the project being de- 
cided with the court decision.

1968 when Des Plaines annexed the 
property but failed to approve Ken- 
roy's request for multi-family zoning. 
Kenroy then turned to Mount Prospect 
which approved annexation and zon- 
ing in March 1969. The matter then 
went to court.

the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride in being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same. 
"I've pretty much adopted a lot of 
the traditional values and morals 
of my parents' generation but I've 
sprinkled them with my own per- 
sonal experience," he said. 


"I'm out in the world a lot 


more," Kevin said. "I've adopted 
a lot of the political and economic 
morals — I'm a staunch con- 
servative — but I also consider 
myself to be a real humanitari- 
an." 


Kevin is a firm believer in the 


American system of democracy 
and capitalism.

MRS. 
RJACDONALD said that be- 


yond preliminary conversations with 
others in the party, she has given the 
matter no consideration'and did not 
plan to do so until the legislature ad- 
journs around the end of the month. 
"Right now we all have enough to do 
that we simply can't settle all these 
maters concerning 1976." 


Mrs. McCormlck said that she'and 


other Republican women have made 
no decision on whom they might seek 
to recruit as a candidate, or for what 
office. 


Among others she mentioned were 


Joan Anderson, Metropolitan Sanitary 
District trustee; Jane Haye Rader of 
Cobden, a University, of Illinois 
trustee.and herself. 


"I am determined that one of us 


will be on that state ticket," Mrs. 
McCormlck declared. 


There will be five state offices to be 


filled in the 1976 election: governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state and comptroller. 


Only the office of lieutenant gover- 


nor is likely to be available for a 
woman candidate, however. Both 
Atty. Gen.Wllllam J.-Scott and Sec. of 
State .Michael J. Hewlett have an- 
nounced they will seek reelection and 
are considered sure winners. 


Republican .Comptroller George W, 


Undberg also is considered an easy 
bet for reelection, unless he should be- 
come the GOP candidate for gover- 
nor. 


The chances of placing Mrs. Mac- 


donald on the state ticket probably 
would be ended, however, if U.S. Atty. 
James'Thompson of Chicago becomes 
the gubernatorial candidate. The con- 


centration of Cook County candidates 
on the ticket would surely dictate se- 
lection of a Downstate resident as his 
running mate. 


One possible Downstate candidate 


for the No. 2 spot on the ticket Is State 
Rep. John Hlrschfeld of Champaign. 


"I could certainly support Glnny 


Macdonald for lieutenant governor," 
Hlrschfeld told The Herald Thursday. 
"She's a super legislator. 


"But," he added, "if Jim Thompson 


wants the nomination — and I think 
he should have It if he does — the 
party is darned well going to have to 
put somebody from Downstate on the 
ticket." 


Hlrschfeld was sorely disappointed 


when Scott's withdrawal from consid- 
eration for governor short-circuited

Prospect Heights negotiations open 
Pay-hike offer too small: teachers

Teachers in Prospect Heights Dist. 


23 are "very disturbed" by the school 
board's first salary offer made this 
week in a contract negotiating ses- 
sion, Kenneth Bates, spokesman for 
the Prospect 
Heights Education 


Assn., said Thursday. 


Teachers and board members held 


their second contract negotiating ses- 
sion for- the 1975-76 school year 
Wednesday.'Teachers arc entering the 
second year of a two-year procedural 
contract, open to annual monetary re- 
view. 


While the teachers requested $60,000 


for merit and across-the-board raises 
next year the board offered $30,000. 
Bates said this would average out to 
an across-the-board raise of 2 per cent 
plus a top merit award of $123 per 
teacher. This year, the district sot 
aside about $106,000 for merit and 
regular salary increases. The top 
merit award this year was $620, Bates 
said. 


TEACHERS ALSO asked to have 


the district base salary raised from 
$8,400 to $9,420 for a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree and no experience. 
The board offered to raise the base 
salary to $8,750. 


Bates said the most important con- 


tract request from the teachers is an 
annual cost-of-llvlng raise, based on

ering a smoke and heat detection sys- 
tem wired directly to the fire depart- 
ment two blocks away," Sandberg 
said. "In addition, the facility will 
have its normal fire hoses, hydrants, 
fire extinguishers and alarm system." 


SANDBERG SAID the postal ser- 


vice does not Intend to comply with 
two local codes. The first involves the 
air-redrculatlon system. 
Sandberg 


said the village code is contrary to 
national policy and to the postal ser- 
vice energy conservation piograms. 


The proposed sign for the post office 


also docs not comply with village 
co'tea. "Perhaps the post ofl'ce should 
be a special classification which ex- 
ists in some communities,'1 Sandberg 
said, asserting that the 4-by-7-foot 
sign complements the design of the 
building. 


"Since there are only three code re- 


quit cmcnts on which the postal ser- 
vice feels that an exception should be 
taken, It appears to me that the dif- 
ferences are not substantial or signifi- 
cant to the orderly conduct of local 
government," Sandberg said. 
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Bardwell, who was named superin- 


tendent Monday, said he made these 
recommendations to the board "in the 
best Interests of the school system. 
It's a question of reorganizing our 
leadership level and this is the first 
step." 


Bardwell has said that he believes 


in a decentralized school system giv- 
ing 
autonomy to the individual

Within the past year, Stevenson has

last year. Some in the district termed 
this move by the board as a "slap on 
the wrist," but the board two weeks 
later awarded Stevenson an Increase 
of about 14 per cent from $25,300 to 
$28,MO. 


STEVENSON SAID he is checking 


the legality of demoting him to a 
teacher's position. "If I have a legal 
basis, I will contest this." 


He said he was notlfed too late in 


the school year to look into positions 
in other school districts and Is con- 
cerned his chances for employment on 
the administrative level might be hurt 
if he accepts a teaching position in 
Dist. 59 next year. 


Stevenson and Bassford have tenure 


as teachers in the district. The school 
code permits professional staff to be 
reassigned to any position they are 
qualified to fill. The code also allows 
a teacher's pay to be reevaluated ac- 
cording to his responsibilities.

governor? 


The Republican legislator from Ar- 


lington Heights Is one of several pos- 
sible candidates being considered by a 
group of women determined to pluce 
one of their number on the 1976 He- 
publican ballot for statewide office. 


"I would certainly be happy to tee 


Glnny run," said Hope McCormlck, a 
member of the Republican Natioual 
Committee. "She is one of my dearest 
friends and one of the finest legisla- 
tors In the state." 


Mrs. Macdonald said Thursday she 


Is "of course terribly pleased and 
very humble that my name would be 
mentioned as a possibility for state- 
wide off ice. 


"However there are naturally a 


number of other people in consid- 
eration and with Bill Scott's with- 
drawal as a candidate for governor, 
we simply need some time to look at 
the over-all picture." 


AIRS. MACDONALD said that be- 


yond preliminary conversations with 
others In the party, she has given the 
matter no consideration and did not 
plan to do so until the legislature ad- 
journs around the end of the month. 
"Right now we all have enough to do 
that we simply can't settle all these 
maters concerning 1976." 


Mrs. McCormlck said that she and 


other Republican women have made 
no decision on whom they might seek 
to recruit as a candidate, or for what 
office. 


Among others she mentioned were 


Joan Anderson, Metropolitan Sanitary 


Virginia 
Macdonald 


District trustee; Jane Haye Rader of 
Cobden, a University of Illinois 
tnistec.and herself. 


"I am determined that one of us 


will be on that state ticket," Mrs. 
McCormlck declared. 


There will be five state offices to be 


filled in the 1976 election: governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state and comptroller. 


Only the office of lieutenant gover- 


nor is likely to be available for a 
woman candidate, however. Both 
Atty. Gen.Wllliam J. Scott and Sec. of 
State Michael J. Hewlett have an- 
nounced they will seek reelection and 
are considered sure winners. 


Republican Comptroller George W. 


Llndberg also Is considered an easy 
bet for reelection, unless he should be- 
come the GOP candidate for gover- 
nor. 


The chances of placing Mrs. Mac- 


donald on the state ticket probably 
would be ended, however, if U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson of Chicago becomes 


the gubernatorial candidate. The con- 
centration of Cook County candidates 
on the ticket would surely dictate se- 
lection of a Downstate resident as his 
running mate. 


One possible Downstate candidate 


for the No. 2 spot on the ticket is State 
Rep. John Hirschfeld of Champaign. 


"I .could certainly support Glnny 


Macdonald for lieutenant governor," 
Hirschfeld told The Herald Thursday. 
"She's a super legislator. 


"But," he added, "If Jim Thompson 


wants the nomination — and I think 
he should have it if he does — the 
party Is darned well going to have to 
put somebody from Downstate on the 
ticket." 


Hirschfeld was sorely disappointed 


when Scott's withdrawal from consid- 
eration for governor short-circuited 
the Downstater's plan to seek the of- 
fice of attorney general. 


HIRSCHFELD ALSO said he may 


consider seeking the governorship if 
Thompson does not run. "And I would 
certainly be happy to run with him as 
the candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor," he added. 


Widely ^knowh in GOP circles 


through several state party posts she 
has held and her service as a delegate 
to the Constitutional Convention, Mrs. 
Macdonald was elected secretary of 
the Republican House caucus in her 
first term in the legislature in 1973. 


She has been president of the 1111- 


noL Federation of Republican Wom- 
en, served two terms as Republican 
Cook County chairwoman and was 
state chairman of Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen's women's division in the 1968 
election.

Closing arguments in the case are

Following the 
arguments, the case will go to the 
Jury. 


KORAN'S ONE witness was Daniel 


K. Webb, an assistant U.S. attorney 
who worked on developing the case 
against Bonk. 


Webb testified that one of the prose- 


cutors In the case, Anton R. Valukus,' 
had promised one of the chief prose- 
cution witnesses, zoning attorney Rob- 
ert Hasldiui, that federal attorneys 
would recommend that Hasklns not be 
prosecuted on a charge of tax fraud if 
Hasklns cooperated in the Bonk case. 


Hasklns, who testified earlier In the 


week under a grant of immunity from 
prosecution, had alternately denied 
that prosecutors hod promised him 
anything for his cooperation and said

tion program at Kensington School, 
Arlington Heights. Disgruntled par- 
ents, the majority from Dlst. 59 and 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54, have 
asked the board to provide a program 
for their children. 


Paul Kucharski, chairman of the 


board committee which met with par- 
ents, said the committee Is studying 
several alternatives and will make a 
recommendation to the full board 
June 16. 


Kucharski said the alternatives be 


discussed with parents include: 
. .• Moving the NSSEO deaf education 
program back into a Dlst. 59 school 
(the program was formerly at Ridge 
School in Elk Grove Village). 


• Starting a program in Dist. 59 as 


an alternative to the Kensington 
School program. 


• Keeping the program at Kensing- 


ton and attempting to resolve prob- 
lems there. 


• Transferring children whose par- 


ents are dissatisfied with the program 
to another school in Deerfield. 


• Exploring the idea of integrating 


deaf students into regular classes. 
Deaf students would have interpreters 
to work with them on a one-to-one 
basis hi the regular classroom. 


Twelve of the IB families with chil- 


dren at Kensington signed a petition 
to have the program removed from 
the school and the control of Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 25. Parents are com- 
plaining of a lack of social integration 
and cooperation at the school, the 
speech development program, lack of 
'equipment and the dismissal of teach- 
ers. 


About half of the parents with chil- 


dren in the program attended the 
meeting Wednesday. 


"We have made a commitment to 


these parents to solve this before 
school opens In the fall," said Kuch- 
arski. "Right now I've got a lot of 
homework to do. I've got to study our 
relationship with NSSEO and get feed- 
back from the other districts in- 
volved." 
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KUCHARSKI SAID he has attended 


the program at Kensington and has 
begun collecting information on other 
deaf education programs in the coun- 
try. . 


"Our objective Is to start to build a 


program that is not only superior but 
one that can become a model for oth- 
ers in the state and the country," he 
said. "It's easy to say we're going to 
do that but I can't make any promis- 
es. Our financial condition is not the 
best and that's a consideration we 
have to look at." 


Kucharski said he believes the par- 


ents have a legitimate concern. "It is 
the responsibility of the board to be 
involved. Fourteen of the 19 families 
are from Dist. 59 and Dist. 54.1 want 
to discuss this with key people in Dlst. 
54. We would like to have a Joint rec- 
ommendation." 


Kucharski said the 10 districts in 


NSSEO may have been "shirking 
their responsibility for not setting up 
a system of accountability to audit all 
special education programs In 
NSSEO." He said he is interested in 
seeing the districts have some form of 
control of NSSEO "so that things,do 
not fester to the point that it comes to 
this type of situation."

Kevin Richardson 
"I still believe, no matter what 


anyone says, that this is the 
greatest country in the world and 
we will continue to be great," said 
K e v i n Richardson, senior at 
Fremd High School, Palatine. 


"A new surge of nationalism" 


will accompany the celebration of 
the Bicentennial, Kevin said. "We 
will see Americans taking more 
pride in being Americans and a 
more responsible attitude of the 
citizens in general toward the 
community and their country." 


Kevin plans to attend Notre 


Dame University this fall and 
hopes to go on to law school, spe- 
cializing in corporation law. 


He believes he is more aware of 


community and national affairs 
than his. parents were at his age 
but his values remain the same. 
"I've pretty much adopted a lot of 
the traditional values and morals 
of my parents' generation but I've 
sprinkled them with my own per- 
sonal experience," he said. 


"I'm out in the world a lot 


more," Kevin said. "I've adopted 
a lot of the political and economic 
morals — I'm a staunch con- 
servative — but I also consider 
myself to be a real humanitari- 
an." 


Kevin Is a firm believer In the 


American system of democracy 
and capitalism. Six weeks ago he 
attended a fund-raising event and 
was deeply impressed by the 
speeches of U. S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, and former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan. "They 
exemplified the values that I 
have," he said. 


A few years ago "kids were

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RTA slights suburbs, 
its members charge

A Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board member charged 
Thursday that RTA Chairman 
Milton Plkarsky Is breaking his 
prumlso to fairly represent the 
suburbs. 


D. Daniel Baldlno, Evanston, 


and other suburban board mem- 
tos also said the suburbs are 
being shortchanged by a board 
policy that funds 100 per cent of 
the Chicago Transit Authority's 
operating deficits and only 75 per 
cent of suburban bus company 
losses. 


Baldlno accused Pltoraky of 


breaking tho promise after Bal- 
dlno reviewed a proposed RTA or- 
ganlzatlonl chart brought up at 
Thursday's regular board meet- 
Ing. "It wholly disregards the in- 
terests of suburbia," he raid. 


Ho quoted Plknrsky'1: promise 


after his appointment to organize 
a special suburban RTA unit, and 
said, "You have broken your 
pledge and you know I've brought 
It to your attention." Tho issue 
was tabled until tho board's next 
meeting. 


AFTER THE LENGTHY and 


heated meeting, Plkarsky said 


two parts of tho organization chart 
provide suburban protection. He 
cited a regional branch included in 
the proposed external affairs de- 
partment and a suburban bus 
branch in the proposed ooeratlons 
department. 


Plkarsky said those provisions 


fulfilled his promise, and alleged 
that Baldlno had agreed with him 
privately. 


"That's baloney," Bnldlno said 


later. 


The subsidy issue came up 


when a $30 million grant to the 
CTA was proposed. Board mem- 
ber Jorry Boose of South Elgin 
said the money represented a 100 
per cent deficit grant, nnd the 
same policy should oe used for oil 
copiers. "If we're consistent, 
then we assume to be fair," he 
said. ' 


WHEN CHICAGO board mem- 


bers defended the present policy, 
Baldlno sold 85 per cent of the $96 
million the RTA has given in 
grants has gone to the CTA. "You 
can cut the figures' any way you 
want to cut it, but all those other 
communities (in the suburbs) are 
not getting a fair shako," he sold. 


Boose said all existing systems 


should be subsidized for 100 per 
cent of their losses, but Rlchad 
Newland of Waukegan said, "I will 
tight like the devil to see in the 
future that all systems are 100 per 
cent funded." Newland then voted 
"yes" on the CTA grant. 


Baldlno also challenged a pro- 


posed personnel policy that would 
hive allowed Plkarsky to select 
•his staff and submit the names for 
board approval after the employ- 
es had been hired. 


Baldlno and other board mem- 


bers have objected to Pikarsky's 
policy of hiring consultants and 
bringing them unannounced to 
board meetings to explain pro- 
gram and financial issues. The 
board Thursday approved pay- 
ments to 25 such consultants, in- 
cluding lawyers and accountants, 
bat board members said they 
want to know hi advance when 
consultants are retained in the fu- 
ture. 


A personnel policy was adopted 


that allows the chairman'to fill 
positions paying up to $17,500 a 
year, but he must file monthly 
personnel reports with the board. 
A personnel committee made up 
of three board members and the 
chairman also was established. 


Teaching slot for Stevenson? 
Demotion asked for Ervitfs ex-aide

Newly appointed Supt. Roger Bar- 


dwell of Elk Grove Township Dist 59 
has recommended that a top adminis- 
trator-closely associated with his pre- 
decessor be demoted to a teaching po- 
sition. 


Bardwell has recommended that the 


board put Erwin Stevenson, assistant 
superintendent for instruction, in a 
teaching position for the 1975-76 school 
year. 


Stevenson was closely associated 


with ousted Supt. James Ervitl, and 
has had disagreements with the board 
of education, teachers and principals 
in the past year over Instruction ma- 
terials and programs. 


Bardwell also recommended that 


Charles Bassford, director of curricu- 
lum review, be demoted to a teaching 
position. Bassford has been in the dis- 
trict for 11 years serving as a princi- 
pal at y vely Junior High School and 
teacher before being assigned to his 
current position two years ago. 


STEVENSON SAID he was told the 


reason for his possible demotion is "a 


difference in education philosophy and 
it had no bearing on my competence. 
Education insitutions should have dif- 
ferent educational philosophies. I 
don't see that as a reason to destroy 
me professionally." 


Stevenson was hired by the district 


four years ago. 


Bardwell, who was named superin- 


tendent Monday, said he made these 
recommendations to the board "hi the 
best interests of the school system. 
It's a question of reorganizing our 
leadership level and this is the first 
step." 


Bardwell has said that he believes 


in a decentralized school system giv- 
ing 
autonomy to the individual 


schools. Erviti believed in a tightly- 
controled district with uniform pro- 
grams and instructional materials. 


Bnrdwell said the board was aware 


he wanted to make the administration 
changes when it was considering him 
for superintendent. He said he has no 
recommendations for replacements at 
this time.

"If I have a legal 
basis, I will contest this." 


He said he was notifed too late in 


the school year to look into positions 
in other school districts and is con- 
cerned his chances for employment on 
the administrative level might be hurt 
if he accepts a teaching position in 
Dist. 59 next year. 


Stevenson and Bassford have tenure 


as teachers in the district. The school 
code permits professional staff to be 
reassigned to any position they arc 
qualified to fill. The code also allows 
a teacher's pay to be rcevaluated ac- 
cording to his responsibilities.

Pay-hike offer too small, 
Prospect Hts. teachers say

Teachers In Prospect Heights Dlst. 


23 arc "very disturbed" by the school 
board's drat salary offer made this 
week In a contract negotiating ses- 
sion, Kenneth Bates, spokesman for 
t h e Prospect Heights Ktlucntion 
Assn., said Thursday. 


Teachers and board members held 


their second contract negotiating ses- 
sion for the 1075-76 school year 
Wednesday. Teachers are entering the 
second year of a Uo-ycar procedural 
contract, open to annual monetary re- 
view. 


While the teachers requested $60,000 


for merit and across-the-board raises 
next year the board offered $30,000. 
Bates said this would average out to 
an across-the-board raise of 2 per cent 
plus a top merit award of $123 per 
teacher. This year, the district sot 
asldo about $106,000 for merit and 
regular salary Increases. The top 


merit award this year was $620, Bates 
' said. 


TEACHERS ALSO asked to have 


the district base salary raised from 
$8,400 to $0,420 for a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree and no experience. 
The board offered to raise the base 
salary to $8,750. 


Bates said the most important con- 


tract request from the teachers Is an 
annual cost-of-llvlng raise, based on 
U.S. Bureau of Labor statistics. Bates 
said that previous Dlst. 23 teacher 
c o n t r a c t s contained cost-of-llvlng 
raises, but such clauses have been 
missing in recent years. The current 
board contract offer does not include 
a cost-of-llvlng clause. 


"We're very unhappy," Bates said. 


"Many teachers felt the proposal was 
an Insult. We were told that Increased 
costs arc eating up district funds, but 
I find that hard to accept."
